The authority of the General Board in the matter of 
saying how soon ships shall be repaired and also what 
repairs shall be made on them is likely to be curtailed. 
Several times this summer it appears a controversy has 
arisen between officers in charge of the fleet and those 
having the care of the repair of ships as to what re- 
pairs should be made on ships, It is claimed that orders 
go forth from members of the General Board that such 
and such a ship must be ready for sea on such a date 
and that this has frequently necessitated the wasting of 
thousands of dollars in temporary repairs, where the 
Bureau of Construction and Repair had found that ex- 
tensive repairs were necessary. This is indeed one of 
the most important matters now under consideration at 
the Navy Department, and Secretary Moody is ex- 
pected to take it up and give it careful attention at an 
early date. Now the bills for the expensive repair work 
of the fall following upon the summer maneuvers are 
coming in, it is understood on adequate authority that 
entirely too much has been spent on rush work and 
temporary repairs. Moréover, the policy of moving 
ships here and there on a moment’s notice is said to 
have a disastrous effect on the organization of the various 
navy yards. For example, instead of bringing ships to 
the New York yard one at a time for repair and thereby 
insuring steady work throughout a greater part of the 
year, the present policy is to fill up the yard, employ 
extra help and work night and day, all at a greatly in- 
creased expense to the Government, in order to get the 
ships ready on a certain date and regardless of the ex- 
pense, the character of the work denc, or the delay 
caused to other work under way, which is frequently of 
equal importance. In this connection it is understood 
that the question of not using the big ships of the Navy 
next year for the joint Army and Navy maneuvers is 
now under consideration. Fearing a deficit in the Navy 
appropriation for repair and maintenance, it has been 
suggested by those officials who are not enthusiasts on 
the subject of maneuvers, but who appreciate their 
great value, that equally good results might be ob- 
tained by using auxiliaries as sham combatants instead 
of the big battleships and cruisers. This would save 
the ships immensely, as naval constructors declare that 
it is useless expense to dock a ship twice a year for 
repairs as is frequently done now. This question will 
be taken up jointly by the Navy and War -Departments 
for final decision. The Brooklyn Navy Yard has at 
present a larger number of ships there, and a larger 
force of men than at any previous period of its history. 

Rear Admirals John C. Watson, Francis J. Higgin- 
son and John J. Read have been appointed a special 
board, to convene in Washington Oct. 20, for the pur- 
pose of examining for promotion to the grade of rear 
admiral Capts. B. J. Lamberton, French E. Chadwick, 
Bowman H. McCalla and W. H. Whiting, the first four 
on the ist of captains. The examination of the pro- 
fessional records of each of these officers will be held 
in Washington, but the physical examination of Cap- 
tains McCalla, commandant of the Mare Island Navy 
Yard, and W. H. Whiting, commandant of the Naval 
Training Station at San Francisco, will be held at the 
latter point on Oct. 19. Captains Lamberton, Chadwick, 
McCalla and Whiting become rear admirals upon the 
retirement of Rear Admiral Louis Kempff on Oct. 11; 
Comdrs, W. J. Barnette, Francis H. Delano, Charles ‘I. 
Forse and E. K. Moore are promoted to the grade of cap- 
tain; Lieut. Comdrs. Stacy Potts, Henry T. Cleaver, 
Albert B. Willits, Cameron McR. Winslow and James 
P. S. Lawrance to be commanders; Lieuts. Albert L. 
Key, William L. Howard, Wiley R. M. Field, John M. 
Poyer, Harry G. Leopold and Robert B. Higgins to be 
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lieutenant commanders, and Lieuts., junior grade, Orin 
G. Murfin, Leonard R. Sargent, Luther M. Overstreet, 
Victor 8. Houston, David F. Boyd and Gilbert Chase to 
be lieutenants. The retirement of Rear Admiral George 
W. Sumner on Dec, 30 will cause these changes: Capt. 
Charles O’Neil to be rear admiral, Comdrs. John A. 
Rodgers and Albion V. Wadhams to be captains, Lieut. 
Comdrs. Isaac S. K. Reeves and York Noel to be com- 
manders, Lieut. John C. Leonard and Ward P. Winchell 
to be lieutenant commanders, Lieuts., junior grade, 
Louis C. Richardson and Walter R. Sexton to be lieu- 
tenants. 

Shore barracks was the subject before a board of 
officers consisting of Capt. Charles M. Thomas, president, 
Civil Engineer Robert E. Peary, Surgeon Henry E. 
Beyer, and Lieut. Comdr, Alexander Sharpe, jr., which 
met at Norfolk this week to take up the whole question, 
and outline for Congress a plan for the establishment of 
extensive shore barracks at Norfolk and probably at 
New York. After discussing the matter very thoroughly 
the board personally inspected the land at Norfolk 
available for the purpose and adjourned to meet in 
Washington as soon as Civil Engineer Peary shall have 
completed the rough draft of the plans decided upon by 
the board. ‘The proposed barracks at Norfolk will ac- 
commodate one thousand men and will cost probably 
$650,000. It is estimated, however, that accommoda- 
tions for an additional thousand men can be constructed 
at about half the original cost. The buildings will be 
fireproof throughout. It is the intention of the Navy 
Department, in the event that Congress authorizes an 
appropriation, to erect the first set of barracks at Nor- 
folk and upon the completion of these to duplicate the 
plant at the New York yard. The board also inspected 
the temporary barracks under construction which it is 
expected will be completed by Dec. 1. 

een 

At the meeting of the Board on Construction on Oct. 
7 for the consideration of the plans for the 13,000-ton 
battleships Idaho and Mississippi there was a general 
discussion of the merits of ‘the various designs sub- 
mitted by the Chief Constructor of the Navy, Rear Ad- 
miral Francis T. Bowles, but no conclusion was reached. 
It developed, however, that Rear Admiral Charles W. 
Rae, Engineer-in-Chief, will probably side with Rear 
Admiral Charles O'Neil, Chief of Ordnance, and Rear 
Admiral Bowles in their contention for heavy armed 
ships of about 16 1-2 knots speed. Rear Admiral George 
W. Melville, the retired Engineer-in-@hief, sided with 
Rear Admiral Bradford in this controversy. Whether 
the members of the board will be movéd to change their 
views on the subject by the preponderance of opinions 
expressed by naval officers of high rank in favor of 
ships of at least 18 knots, for which Rear Admiral 
Bradford is now standing out, is aifficult to say, though 
the fact that the Secretary of the Navy was so 
deeply impressed with the arguments advanced by Rear 
Admirals Melville and Bradford as to call for advice 
outside the board, will doubtless have effect in the board’s 
final decision. The outlook at present, however, is ad- 
verse to the contention of Rear Admiral Bradford. 

Rear Admiral P. M. Rixey, Surgeon General of the 
Navy, and Capt. Willard H. Brownson, superintendent 
of the Naval Academy, had a conference with Assistant 
Secretary of the Navy Darling on Oct. 5 about the ade- 
quacy of the temporary sick quarters which are to be 
built at Annapolis. The Bureau of Medicine and Surgery, 
it appears, was not consulted as to the plans for these 
quarters and did not think the proposed building at all 
adequate to meet the requirements in the event of an 
epidemic. The Bureau of Navigation and the superin- 
tendent of the Academy passed on the plans and con- 
sidered them satisfactory. The Assistant Secretary does 
not feel that the Navy Department can or need assume 
that an epidemic is to occur at Annapolis and prepare 
and maintain sick quarters for two-thirds of the 660 
midshipmen now at Annapolis. It is pointed-out that 
Annapolis has much better hospital facilities than Har- 
vard University and other large colleges, and that the 
class of men who enter the Academy are less likely to 
fall victims to disease because of the strict physical ex- 
amination at entrance and the medical care which the 
midshipmen constantly receive at the Academy. The 
chances are that the Assistant Secretary will not con- 
sent to any material change in the plans. 
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The Navy Department expects excellent results from 
the important board of officers appointed last week to 
determine upon the future training of line officers in 
engineering work. The first meeting of the board was 
held this week in New York city, and it is expected that 
the board will continue its sessions in Washington and 
at Annapolis until a report has been completed. Rear 
Admiral Rae, Chief of the Bureau of Steam Engineering, 
believes that the problem of having an efficient commis- 
sioned engineering force in the Navy will be solved 
largely by the work of thiS board. He thinks that offi- 
cers of the Navy who show a special aptitude for en- 
gineering work should be assigned to such duty when 
stationed on shore, as well as when they are at sea, and 
that in this way capable inspectors of machinery and 
engineering assistants at the various navy yards will 
be obtained. In much the same way as naval ordnance 
experts have been selected because of special aptitude, he 





believes that naval engineers will be chosen, and that 
eventually the amalgamation of the line with the old 
engineer corps of the Navy will prove to have been of 
incalculable benefit to the Service. 





The United States Court of Appeals sitting in Wash- 
ington, D.C., this week handed down a decision in the 
lineal rank cases of the lieutenants appointed under the 
act of February 2, 1901. The court upheld the decision 
of the lower courts that the Secretary of War acted 
with the discretionary authority granted him in arrang- 
ing the lieutenants of the Army according to their 
lineal rank after the passage of the act of Feb, 2, 1901, 
and that there was no authority of law for any inter- 
ference by the courts. It is understood that the young 
lieutenants who are back of the suit against the Secre- 
tary of War will, through their attornies, attempt to 
have the case taken to the Supreme Court of the United 
States, but, in view of the two decisions against them, 
the War Department will endeavor to prevent the case 
from going to the highest court. 
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In order to facilitate the general use of the new 
standard coinage provided for the Philippines in accord- 
ance with a recent act of the United States Congress, 
General Young has instructed Major General Wade to 
have all contracts for Army supplies made payable in 
Philippine pesos and to encourage the use of those coins 
in all transactions of Army business. The business 
transactions of the Army in the Philippines are so ex- 
tensive that the mere fact of basing them upon the new 
peso as the unit of value will have a steadying effect 
upon commercial operations of every description. The 
instructions issued by General Young affurd another 
example of the practical help so often given by the 
Army to the business interests,

The First Division of the General Staff of the Army 
has had the examination papers of the forty-nine enlisted 
men examined recently at Fort Leavenworth for com- 
missions for about two weeks, but is holding them back 
on account of some trifling physical defect in the cases 
of four of them, so that it has been necessary to refer 
the papers of these four men back to the examining 
board at Fort Leavenworth for further report. A reply 
from the board is expected in a few days, when the 
General Staff will be ready to announce, through the 
Acting Adjutant General, the names of the successful 
candidates. 

Secretary Moody has at last received the answers tu 
the two leading questions he submitted to the advocates 
of the General Staff scheme proposed by Comdr. William 
J. Barnette and approved by the members of the General 
Board. The replies are understood to be lengthy and 
rather general in character. The Secretary will shortly 
submit another set of questions ayd this time he will 
expect prompt answers. It is learned that the questions 
were in substance: What will the proposed scheme ac- 
complish that is not.accomplished now by the General 
Board; and, why is it necessary for the General Staff 
to be created by law? 
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The Academic Board at Annapolis will be called ou 
to decide whether the midshipmen who came up for ea- 
amination last June after a two years’ cruise and failed 
for various reasons shall be graded according to their 
special examination. Commissions are now being sent 
out to all the midshipmen who passed the June examina- 
tion and tentative signal numbers have been assigned 
them. These numbers, however, may be changed in the 
event that the midshipmen passing the special examina- 
tion are graded as if they had passed in June,

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We are permitted to make definite announcement that 
Rear Admiral Royal B. Bradford, Chief of the Bureau 
of Equipment, will retire from that office Oct. 15 and 
shortly afterward assume command of the battleship 
Illinois. The present program is for Capt. George A. 
Converse, recently commanding the Illinois and now on 
duty with the board for the selection of a site for the 
new engineering school at Annapolis, to succeed Rear 
Adwiral Bradford in the Bureau of Equipment, but the

Rear Admiral Joseph B, Coghlan, commander-in-chief 
of the Caribbean Squadron, was at the Nayy Department 
this week consulting with Secretary Moody regarding the 
reassembling of this squadron in West Indian waters. 
The repairs to the Olympia are progressing so satisfac- 
torily, and so much more rapidly than was expected, that 
it is probable she will be ready to start south the latter 
part of November. 
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Renewed efforts will be made at the first regular ses- 
sion of the incoming Congress, and, we trust, with suc- 
cess, to obtain an appropriation for a naval training sta- 
tion on the Great Lakes. The value of such a station 
as a feeder to the enlisted force of the Navy is universally 
conceded. During the Spanish War more than 3,000 
naval recruits were obtained in the lake region, most of 
whom were exceptionally robust, intelligent and tracta- 
ble young men who had had considerable experience in 
ship-life in the vast commerce of the lakes, and they 
found the naval service so attractive that a large propor- 
tion of their number re-enlisted on the expiration of 
their first enlistment period. ‘The board on the selection 
of a site made an exhaustive investigati.. vt ine whole 
matter. Twenty or more different points on the lakes 
between Erie, Pa., and Duluth, Minn., were visited and 
a careful study was made as to harbor facilities, ice con- 
ditions, proximity to cities of large population and the 
item of transportation involved in transferring trained 
recruits from the station to the seaboard. The report of 
the board, while it did not make any specific recommend- 
ations, showed beyond all controversy that the most 
desirable location for the proposed station was on the 
lower half of Lake Michigan, which is not only freer 
from ice and has a larger number of days of open navi- 
gation in winter than any other extensive sweep of wa- 
ter in the Great Lakes, but which has also the advantage 
of close proximity to the great cities of Chicago and 
Milwaukee. Another point of real importance is the 
fact that the lower half of Lake Michigan lies entirely 
within the territorial limits of the United States. On 
the strength of this singularly clear and convincing re- 
port the Secretary of the Navy recommended an appro- 
priation of $250,000 for the purchase of a site on the 
lower waters of Lake Michigan and there was no good 
reason why the money should not have been granted. 
Rival politicians interfered, however, some insisting that 
the station should be located on Lake Erie, others that 
it should be established away up on Lake Superior, and 
the result was that the project was temporarily defeated 
merely because certain party leaders were not broad 
enough to give it a patriotic, non-partisan support. It 
is to be hoped that the new Congress may deal with 
this important question in «¢ more liberal spirit. In 
choosing a site for an institvtion which promises such 
valuable results to the enlisted force of the Navy the 
rivalries of partisans or sections should receive no con- 
sideration whatever. The conclusions set forth by Ad- 
miral Taylor and his colleagues remain uncontroverted 
and incontrovertible. 





There are surface indications that popular feeling in 
Cuba toward the United States is not exactly as cordial 
as it ought to be, but the description of conditions given 
im a recent letter from Havana to the London Times 
seems greatly exaggerated. The Times’s correspondent 
declares that the masses of the Cuban people hate their 
American liberators, that American settlers and business 
men are clearing out of the island, that the important 
sanitary reforms projected and partly completed by the 
United States military authorities have been abandoned, 
and that American consular representatives have had 
to make frequent protests against the excessive burdens 
imposed by the new Cuban courts upon foreign resi- 
dents. ‘“‘In addition,” the correspondent remarks, “‘there 
are intrigues of race and color which devastate the 
public life of the Island, so that ‘Cuba Libre’ is evi- 
dently not so attractive close at hand as at a distance— 
and on paper.” Now, while Cuban sentiment regarding 
the United States may not be as friendly as could be 
desired, the statements of the Times correspondent are 
cbviously overdrawn and probably inspired by ulterior 
purposes. He may imagine that by inciting discordant 
relations between Cuba and the United States he can 
promote British trade interests in Cuba, which are con- 
fessedly menaced by the competition of the United States 
and Germany. In a recent report devoted to this sub- 
ject the British Minister at Havana warns his govern- 
ment that the prospect for the ratification of a reci- 
procity agreement between the United States and Cuba 
has already affected British trade in the island, and that 
if the reciprocity treaty is adopted British merchants 
will have to bestir themselves if they wish to retain the 
share of trade which they now control. The Minister 
points out that German competition is also becoming a 
serious menace to British trade in Cuba, and he re- 
proaches British shipowners for permitting one of the 
great German shipping companies to take the lead in 
establishing a regular monthly line of steamers, with 
first class passenger accommodations, between Hamburg, 
Havana and Vera Cruz, an arrangement which is bound 
increase German prestige in West Indian 
commerce. In view of the facts here noted it may be 
that the pessimistic utterances of the London Times 
correspondent with respect to the relations between the 
United States and Cuba are inspired, not so much by 
a due regard for the truth, as by a desire to promote 
the interests of British commerce. In a word, it ap- 
pears to be a case in which the wish is father to the 
thought.

With the organization of the first of the two home 
fleets of the German Navy as prescribed by the new navy 
law of the empire, another important stage has been 
reached in the evolution of Germany’s naval policy. The 
Berlin correspondent of the London Times explains that 
this fleet has been constituted on a permanently active 


‘tary authority, organized and executed 


basis, and that the two fleets, when completed, will con- 
sist of seventeen battleships, four large cruisers, twelve 
small cruisers and forty torpedo boats, the purpose be- 
ing to maintain a powerful arm of German sea power 
in home waters in readiness for immediate action. In an 
editorial discussion of this development in its bearing 
on British interests, The Times points out that in the 
event of a conflict between Great Britain and another 
naval power Germany would be in position to cast a 
tremendous influence in the direction most likely to 
further her own purposes. “The balance of naval power 
in Europe,” The Times continues, “is changing, and is 
not changing to our advantage. That is a fact to be 
fairly and squarely faced, with the fixed resolve that we 
shall not be unprepared.” While this striking develop- 
ment of German nayal policy is probably of first impor- 
tance to England, its possible relation to American in- 
terests should not be ignored. Germany is gradually 
developing two permanent squadrons in American waters, 
one in the Atlantic, the other in the Pacific, and while 
it is pleasing to be assured that the maintenance of this 
great force in the western hemisphere is the logical and 
necessary outcome of the splendid growth of German 
commercial and financial enterprise on the American 
continents, there are conceivable emergencies in which it 
would be inimical to the United States. In any conflict 
on the Atlantic, Germany’s new home fleets, acting in 
conjunction with her western Atlantic, would constitute 
a force worthy of the most serious consideration of her 
adversary and not hitherto existent in the distribution of 
German sea power. 

The readiness of self-seeking politicians to misrepre- 
sent the sentiment and attitude of Army and Navy offi- 
cers merely for the sake of party advantage is strikingly 
illustrated by an incident that developed in the recent 
State convention of the Massachusetts Democrats. The 
permanent chairman of that body, Mr. Bartlett, in the 
course of a speech bitterly denouncing the present Na- 
tional administration for its efforts in support of a larger 
Navy, a more efficient Army and a higher level of mili- 
tary preparedness, said: “I desire to call a witness on 
this subject. Let me quote the language of General 
Miles: ‘We need not constantly appeal to the war spirit 
to keep the American people bravely patriotic. I have 
never found Americans lacking in prompt patriotism, 
or in fighting qualities, in any worthy cause. We are not 
a meddlesome, warring nation. When war comes, the 
American soldier will make it effective. But the spirit 
of peace should be cultivated, rather than the demon 
of carnage. There is no necessity to stir the passions of 
Americans in order to be sure that they will be pat- 
riotic.’” It will be observed that the speaker deliberate- 
ly sought to convey the impression that General Miles 
is opposed to the recent enlargement of the Army, to the 
upbuilding of the Navy and to the maintenance of the 
National defenses in a state of readiness. Mr. Bart- 
lett’s remarks are based upon an assumption which is 
little short of insulting to General Miles’s patriotism 
and military judgment. No man in the country 
has more intelligently advocated the importance of pre- 
paredness in the National defenses—his latest expres- 
sion on this subject having been to urge the immediate 
fortification of the principle ports of the Philippine Isl- 
ands—a point on which he is in perfect agreement with 
Admiral Dewey of the Navy. 


In the course of a recent sermon on “The Lost Virtue 
of Obedience,” the Rev. D. D. Addison, an Episcopal 
clergyman, of Brookline, Mass., administered a vigorous 
reproof to the Episcopal Bishop of Arkansas for his ut- 
terances in justification of lynching at the South. Rea- 
soning from the broad proposition that no crime, how- 
ever heinous, justifies society in resorting to illegal 
methods in punishing it, Mr. Addison condemns the pul- 
pit apologist for lynching as an advocate of disobedience 
and anarchy, whose influence aims at the destruction of 








the fundamental virtues of civilized mankind. The 
courage and soundness of this view admit of 
no question, but it is to be regretted that 


Mr. Addison did not go a step further and point out to 
his hearers that the most powerful agency for inculcat- 
ing the virtue of obedience in America to-day is the muli- 
tary establishment. The obligation of obedience to 
vuthority is the corner-stone of our military services. 
Upon it rests the whole superstructure of law and cus- 
tom, which require that American soldiers and sailors 
shall be respectful, truthful, upright, manly men. Mili- 
in accordance 
with American ideals, is one of the great educational 
forces of the Republic, and those who come within its 
scope constantly exemplify to their fellow countrymen 
the priceless virtues of obedience and fidelity to duty. 
So long as that benign authority flourishes as it does 
to-day, we must dissent from Mr. Addison’s theory tnat 
obedience is a lost virtue. 





Upon the recommendation of the General Staff of the 
Army the strap on the bottom of officers’ uniform 
trousers has been abolished as part of the uniform. So 
many objections were made by officers and departmental 
commanders to this detail of the new uniform that the 
General Staff urgently recommended that it be not re- 
quired. An order to this effect is now in course of 
preparation. There is no thought on the part of the 
authorities at the War Department to consider the ad- 
visability of a change back to the white facings for 
Infantry uniforms from the new robin’s-egg blue facings. 


Although some dissatisfaction has been shown to the 
new color, it is believed that eventually it will be more 
popular and that a return to the white facings. would 
not be advantageous. There is a very general desire 
among officers of all branches of the Service to have 
the letters “U.S.A.” restored to the collar, and as this 
involves no expense, there seems to be no good reason 
why it should not be done. This insignia serves as an 
immediate means of identifying an officer as. a_ repre- 
sentative of the Government and this is not the case 
with the coat or arms. It is told of a general officer 
traveling on a ferryboat in uniform that some woman 
gave him the sharp edge of her tongue because he kept 
his seat when male passengers were left standing.- She 
finally threatened to report him to the company and 
demanded his number which he gave as No, — on the 
list of general officers of the U.S. Army.

Without any speculation as to the likelihood of war 
between Turkey and Bulgaria, the situation is interesting 
as showing what can be done in the way of assembling 
troops when correct methods of organization and ad- 
ministration are intelligently applied. Within five weeks, 
without any display, friction or confusion, Turkey has 
mobilized more than 300,000 troops, not counting the 
large force at Constantinople, and Bulgaria with her 
meagre resources has mobilized upwards of 125,000. All 
these troops are well disciplined, thoroughly equipped and 
are ready to take the field at an hour’s notice. The 
work of assembling them has moved with the precision 
of machinery. There has been no guesswork, no trusting 
to luck, no lapses or over-lapping of authority or re- 
sponsibility. ‘The plans were carefully prepared before 
hand, the means of executing them were at command, 
and when the mobilization began it went ahead like 
clockwork. It was to insure similar promptness and ac- 
curacy in national emergencies that the General Staff 
of the United States Army was created, and if need shall 
ever require it we shall witness here a repetition of the 
speedy, precise and effective mobilizing of troops re- 
cently presented in Turkey.

By all odds the strongest justification for the cause 
of the United States Government in ordering Rear Ad- 
miral Cotton to remain at Beirut, Syria, with his war- 
ships is the fact that the Sultan of Turkey has again 
requested that the vessels be withdrawn. It is admit- 
ted by European residents of Beirut that Admiral Cot- 
ton’s timely arrival there was the only thing that pre- 
vented a wholesale massacre of the Christian population 
and that his presence has restored the city to normal con- 
ditions of peace and security. It appears also, 
from a despatch from Admiral Cotton to the 
Navy Department, dated Qet.,3, that through his in flu- 
ence the Governor of Beirut, under whose misrule the re- 
cent rioting occurred, has been permanently displaced to 
make room for a successor whose character affords reu- 
sonable guaranties of proper protection for the lives and 
property of American and other Christian inhabitants. 
The definite announcement from Washington that the 
European Squadron will remain where it is until the Sul- 
tan gives satisfactory assurances for the protection of 
all American schools and all American citizens residing 
in Turkey is based on solid grounds of prudence and 
deserves the heartiest commendation.

An important contribution to the history of the cause 
and mode of transmission of yellow fever is published 
in the current number of the Journal of the Association 
of Military Surgeons by Lieut. James Carrol, Med. Dept., 
U.S.A., who contends that all recently collected evidence 
supports the belief that the germs of the disease are trans- 
mitted to humans only through the bite of infected mos- 
quitoes. Several of the conclusions reached by Lieuten- 
ant Carrol are highly interesting. One of these is that 
an infected mosquito does not appear to live long enough 
after biting its first victim to be capable of communi- 
cating the disease to other individuals. After feeding up- 
on blood they soon proceed to deposit their eggs, and in 
performing this function or soon afterwards a large 
proportion of them die. “In conclusion,” says Lieutenant 
Carrol, “I will state that yellow fever, as we meet with 
it, is contracted only through the bite of an infected 
mosquito twelve days, so far as we know, or more, after 
feeding upon a patient in the early period of the disease. 
Experimentally the disease can be produced by the sub- 
cutaneous injection of blood or even the filtered serum 
of a patient, provided the material be obtained sufficiently 
early in the attack.”

Brig. Gen. T. J. Wint, commanding the Department 
of Visayas, in an official communication to his command, 
states that the excessive loss of and injury to public 
animals at some stations in this Department are be- 
lieved to be largely due to carelessness in stable man- 
agement and to bad handling and usage, and in this 
connection says: “All officers having control of public 
animals will be held to a strict responsibility for their 
proper care and use; this includes stable management 
and proper handling at all times. Team animals at- 
tached to transport wagons will be driven at a walk; 
and those used for mounted purposes will be ridden 
only at a walk or trot unless in case of absolute neces- 
sity, or when ordered at a faster gait by a commissioned 
officer.

Lieut. Gen. Samuel B. M. Young, Chief of the Army 
General Staff, left Washington Oct. 8 for Newport, R.L., 
whither he goes to make a thorough inspection of the 
Naval War College with a view to the adoption of some 
of its features for the Army War College.

Additional tests took place at Newport, R.1., Oct. 6 
with the submarine torpedo-boats, in attacks against 
torpedoboats. The torpedoboat, McKee, under command 
of Gunner C. 8S. Vanderbeck, was sent eight miles 
southeast of Brenton’s Reef, with orders to destroy the 
submarine reported off there. As soon as the McKee 
had got out to sea the Holland boat Moccasin, under 
Lieut. F. L. Pinney, was sent out to make an attack. 
When she got clear of the harbor she was submerged at 
a depth low enough to make it impossible for any vessel 
to strike her, and, in this condition, except for an oc- 
casional rise to the surface for observations, headed for 
the McKee. When near the McKee the Moccasin came 
to the surface and the McKee was seen with her crew 
at quarters on watch for the submarine. The Moc- 
casin was again submerged and made for the McKee. 
When 200 yards away she fired her dummy torpedo, 
striking the McKee on the starboard side near the con- 
ning tower, and it was decided that the McKee had been 
put out of action. The tests will be continued under 
various conditions of weather.

At the instance of the Holland Submarine Boat Com- 
pany the Board on Inspection and Survey has agreed to 
postpone, until Nov. 15, the general trials of submarine 
boats which were to have occurred off Newport begin- 
ning Oct, 15. The Holland and Lake companies will be, 
so far as is known, the only ones which will take part 
in these tests. The Lake mpany has been endeavor- 
ing to have the trials early in the fall, but the Holland 
firm desire further postponement. Although the board 
has not definitely announced the program for the tests, 
the understanding is that the boats presented for trial 
will be put through all the exercises to which their 
owners claim they are adapted. Congress at its last 
session appropriated $500,000 for the purchase of sub- 
marine boats after the Secretary had satisfied himself 
as to the best type of boat, and in the event that no 
satisfactory submarine was found the appropriation 
need not be used. Secretary Moody does not intend to 
move in the matter until the whole question of sub- 
marines has been decided to the satisfaction of the Navy 
Department.

The resignation of Lieut. J. V. Chase, U.S.N., which 
takes effect Oct. 15, results in the promotion of Lieut. 
(J.G.), Louis Richardson to be lieutenant. 





THE MANEUVERS IN KENTUCKY. 

Rain came on Thursday, Oct. 1, to lay the dust and 
facilitate the work of constructing field entrenchments 
which was on the program of the Kentucky maneuvers 
for the day. Entrenchments were thrown up by 1,200 
Infantrymen, stripped to their flannel shirts and khaki 


trousers, with rifles stacked in the rear and haversacks 
hung on the pieces. The entrenchments were strength- 
ened with 8,000 feet of barbed wire. Lunette entrench- 
ments were included in the program. On Thursday 
afternoon fifteen troops of Cavalry from the 2d, 4th, 7th 
and 8th regiments gave a parade and were re- 
viewed by General Bates. The 7th Regiment Band led 
the march, the troops passing in the order named: 
Troops H, E, F, G, I, K, L and M of the 7th; troops L 
and M of the 2d; troop I of the 4th, and troops G, H, F 
and E of the 8th regiment. Superb order was preserved 
and the restless horses moved as one under the 
firm hands of the men who bestrode them. Col. Charles 
Morton, on his handsome and powerful bay, was in com- 
mand of the brigade. Colonel Wagner reviewed the parade 
from the big Army automobile. At the close of the 
parade four squadrons of the 7th entertained the large 
audience present with a drill in exercises from Butt's 
Manual. The evening was devoted to the Soe of 
the maneuvers led by Col. Arthur L. Wagner, U.S.A. 
About 600 officers were present. 

Colonel Wagner presented a detailed critical report, 
covering every phase of the three movements, but no 
decision was announced as to the points scored. There 
were numerous “contests’’ hinging on the rules of the 
game. 

The combined maneuvers for Friday, Oct. 2, had to be 
abandoned owing to the delay on the part of the militia 
in establishing camp, the last of them not arriving until 
Friday morning. The staff of umpires, with Colonel 
Wagner at their head and General Bates accompanying 
them, made an inspection of the trenches which were 
occupied by the Regulars in the afternoon and visited by 
the State trvops. This work was on the program for 
Saturday. It is the object of the officers to have the 
State troops make frequent observations of the works 
under the direction of the engineer officer, which will 
school the militia in the science of fortification for battle. 

Major John Biddle, C.E., U.S.A., delivered a lecture 
on entrenchment to the militia standin before the 
trenches. Capt. Harry E. Wilkins, Sub. pt., U.S.A., 
on Thursday lectured on “Methods of administration in 
the Subsistence Department.” 

The maneuvers of Monday, Oct. 5, were interesting and 
exciting, though the heavy rain covered the maneuvering 
ground with mud holes. Nearly 8,000 Regulars and State 
troops participated, being divided between the Blues and 
the Browns, the Blues having a slight preponderance in 
numbers to offset the Browns’ advantage in position. 
The program called for an attack by the advance guard 
of the Blues on a rear outpost of the Brown army. The 
Brown forces marched out from camp on Sunday even- 
ing, and spent a dismal, sodden night under tents. Early 
this morning they took a position along roads forming 
a triangle, the apex being the rear line of communica- 
tion, with their main body eight miles away. 

The Blues advanced cautiously, their pickets coming in 
touch with the Browns about 2 o'clock p. m. After feel- 
ing the Browns. General Kobbe directed his attack on 
the right-center. Meeting with a determined resistance 
here, he brought up his supports and the Browns yielded 
somewhat, the Michigan brigade, holding this point, hav- 
ing suffered severely at the point of attack. General 
Bliss reinforced his line with the 3d Kentucky and two 
pieces of Artillery, but the Blues concentrated upon them 
an Artillery fire which compelled them to retire. The 
Brown right held fairly well under the heavy attack, 
and, after two hours of fighting, accompanied by only 
moderate losses on each side, the encounter ended in a 
pouring rain. 

The object of the Brown rear guard was to hold four 
roads and to allow their main body to retire, and the 
close of the engagement found the key to their line of 
retreat and communication and command of the roads 
centering on their position still in their grasp. The 
heavy rain and damp atmosphere materially lessened the 
ability to detect scouting parties, and even strong 
skirmish lines moving through the well wooded country, 
until they opened fire, were not detected. 

One of the features of the day was the work of the 
Signal Corps men of the Brown army. Two men strung 
two miles of wire along the Brown inner line, connect- 
ing the three positions, and had sent a message by both 
telephone and telegraph in twenty minutes. 

The line of fire was four miles in length and every tree, 
haystack and shack of corn concealed a man. Barns 
and housetops were filled w.th spectators. A veteran of 
the Civil War. clad in homespun and overalls, rushed 
about rubbing his hands fn glee as the smell of powder 
was wafted to his nostrils. 

The problem given to the troops to solve was as follows: 


“The Brown army at Vine Grove is preparing to with- 
draw, in view of the advance of the Blue army in su- 
perior numbers. The Brown commander decides to place 
a force in a position to check the advance of the Blue 
until he can complete the arrangements for withdrawal 
from Vine Grove. The orders issued were as follows: 

The review of the division on the program for Tuesday, 
Oct. 6, was postponed until the next day as the review 
ground was in such a condition that foot soldiers sank 
over their shoes in mud at every step and the troops 
were in poor condition for review after their previous 
fatiguing work in the rain. Some of the militiamen 
who wore shoes fit only for indoor use, were little 
better than barefooted after marching through mud and 
water. In the discussion of the maneuvers by the um- 
pires on Tuesday, the militia in general was commended 
on the good discipline shown in the engagements and the 
order preserved by the troops. The report of the umpires 
stated that the advance of the Ist Michigan had been rend- 
ered abortive by the failure of Col. Chas. W. Harrah to 
provide his men with cartridges and that the men had 
not been taught to take advantage of cover. Fo.owing 
is an extract from the report: “The entire Ist in actual 
warfare would have been an aggregation of corpses.” 
In the evening a lecture on “Military Hygiene’ was de- 
livered by Colonel Harvey at the assembly tent, and the 
officers of the entire division were invited to be present. 
The attendance was good.

PROCEEDINGS OF THE BOARD 
RIFLE CONTESTS. 


The board of twenty-one members, appointed by the 
Secretary of War to submit regulations for the contests 
for prizes for marksmanship, under the act of March 2, 
1903, met at the office of the Assistant Secretary of 
War, Oct. 6 Only nine were present, viz: Generals 
Oliver, Assistant Secretary of War; Spencer, Harries 
and Riggzs; Colonels Hall, U.S.A., Cooke and Colonel 
Lauchheimer, U.S.M.C.; Major Guilfoyle, U.S.A. General 
Oliver was elected president of the board and Major J. 
F. Guilfoyle, recorder. It was voted that the regulations 
be changed as folows: 

If a competitor in the National Match desires to chal. 
lenge his shot just fired for alleged incorrect marking, 
he must pay fifty cents. If competitor's challenge 
sustained the money will be returned to him. 

Gen. Bird W. Spencer, Major J. F. Guilfoyle and Lieut. 
Col. C, H. Lauchheimer were appointed a committee 
to consider and report on the questions of the location 
of the captain, coach and spotter, the micrometer, and 
the use of the strap as a sling. The question of the con- 
ditions for the competition for the National trophy was 
referred to the Committee on Rules and Regulations. 
This question was raised by the suggestion of Colonel 
Hall that there should be slow ey at 200, and 1,000 
pares and rapid fire at 200, 300 and 500 yards. Gen 

pencer preferred one skirmish run instead of two, 
rapid fire at 200 and 500 yards instead of 200, 300 and 
500 yards. To the same committee was referred the 
questions of limit of enlistment, whether or not a mem- 
ber of the 193 team should be eligible for a team of 
another State until one “year thereafter, and whether 
the use of the belt should be confined to the skirmish 
run and the .45 caliber abolished, also the following 
amendments to the regulation: 

Add the following: Any competitor having a 
nition in his belt or about his 
authorized will be immediate! isbarred and his score 
will not count for record, his will apply to team 
matches and individual. 

Par. 35, add the word ‘“‘total’’ before score in the third 
line, and add at end of paragraph, “‘The executive offi- 
cer shall have power to extend the time in team and in- 
dividual matches unlimitedly in his discretion’; so that 
as amended it will read: “In slow fire, competitors 
will not be hurried in their firing, but such slight delay 
permitted after each shot as they may desire; provided 
the time of firing the total score with rifle and carbine 
does not exceed an average of one minute per shot. If 
an accident to a target, or any other cause over which 
the soldier has no control, prevent him from complet- 
ing his score within a reasonable interval, he will be 
permitted such additional time as a range officer may 
decide. The executive officer shall have power to ex- 
tend the time in team and individual matches unlimitedly 
in his discretion.” 

Whenever, because of storm or from any other rea- 
son, the executive officer shall stpone an unfinished 
match, two sighting shots will allowed on the un- 
finished score of each man when the match is resumed, 
this to apply to team matches and individual. 

G.O. 61, A.G.O., 198. “(a) The Army of the United 
States, two teams”; instead of, (a) The Army of the 
United States, one team from the troops stationed within 
each of the military departments. 

Resolved, that no shooting competitor, who has been 
a member of a team winning the National trophy shall 
again be permitted to shoot on any team competing for 
the National trophy. 

A letter from Colonel Church offering the Nevada tro- 
phy for use in the National match was referred to the 
Committee on Rules and Regulations, also the question 
of the proper custodian for the National and other tro- 
phies, the case of Private Hudson, who was allowed to 
shoot on the teams of two States, and the matter of the 
carbine handicap. The same committee was instructed 
to report on the question of the best method of distribut- 
ing the $2,500 annually appropriated by Congress for the 
promotion of rifle practice.

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MARCH OF THE THIRD BATTERY. 


An unusually warm and cordial welcome has been ex- 
tended the 3d Battery, Field Artillery, Capt. Charles 
P. Summerall commanding, by the people of Virginia 
on its march from Chickamauga to Fort Myer. Since 
entering Virginia the officers and men of the battery have 
heen recipients of many courtesies and of generous hos- 
pitality. The towns are frequently decorated with flags 
and bunting and at Wytheville, Marion, Pulaski, Rad- 
ford, Salem and other piaces the Battery was met by 
committees of gentlemen who formally welcomed the 
command. 

The 3d Battery reached Radford, Va., on Oct. 1, and 
received the greatest demonstration they have met with 
since leaving Chickamauga three weeks ago. The town 
turned out en mass to welcome the soldiers and addresses 
were made by leading citizens. he soldiers camped at 
Pulaski City the day previous, and were given a hop at 
Maple Shade Inn. 

At Radford the Battery was addressed by Governor 
Taylor, who, after extending a cordial welcome, paid a 
high tribute to the Army, and spoke of the healing of 
sectional feeling by the Spanish-American War. Cap- 
tain Summerall responded in a graceful and appropriate 
speech, after which the fifteen hundred people present 
were treated to an exhibition of bar-back riding “which 
would have done credit to any circus,” the Roanoke ‘Times 
says. It was conducted by Sergeant Chilson, and showed 
wonderful training and skill. This was followed by a 
section drill of Artillery, commanded by Sergeant Kelly. 
“The 3d Battery is one of the finest in the Army,” Cap- 
tain Summerall is quoted as saying, by the Times cor- 
respondent. “I can say this,” he added, “having but 
lately been assigned to the command. To Major E. D. 
Hoyle belongs the honor of its excellent training.” Cap- 
tain Summerall himself belonged to the famous Reilly’s 
battery, which served with distinction at the siege of 
Peking. He is a native of Florida and created a most 
favorable impression, as did also the other ofticers and 
the Battery generally on its march. 

The Battery reached Salem, Va., on Oct. 2, and were 
met there by Major Younger, of Salem, a band and pro- 
cession. Addresses followed on reaching camping grounds. 
The camp was visited by hundreds of people, who highly 
complimented the soldiers upon their good behavior and 
politeness shown the ladies and all who visited the camp. 
There was a game of baseball on Oct. 3 between the 
Salem team and a picked team from the Battery. 

The 3d Battery consists of 110 men, with 102 horses 
and twenty-four mules, officered by Capt. C. P. Sum- 
merall, Ist Lieut. E. P. Nones, 2d Lieut. H. S. Kilbourne 
and Dr. R. L. Felts. They left Chickamauga Sept. »&. 
The Battery were at Cloverdale, Va., on Oct. 4. 
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GENERAL WILLIAM P. CARLIN. 


Brevet Major Gen. William P. Carlin, Brigadier Gen 
eral, U.S.A., retired, died on a train in Montana on 
Oct. 4, suddenly, from heart disease, in his 75th year, 
after a long and distinguished service. Ile was appoint- 
ed a cadet at the U.S.M.A. from Illinois July 1, 1846, 
and was graduated as a brevet second lieutenant and as- 
signed to the Gth Infantry July 1, 1850. He was commis- 
sioned second lieutenant in 1851, first lieutenant in 1855 
and captain in March, 1861, while serving in the 6th 
Infantry. 

During his service with his regiment he saw a great 
deal of frontier duty, taking part in the expedition 
against the Sioux in 1855, the Cheyenne expedition two 
years later, and the Utah expedition in 1858. He also 
took part in the march to California in 1858. At the 
breaking out of the Civil War he was made colonel 
of the 38th Illinois Volunteer Infaniry. With this regi- 
ment he was engaged in the action of Frederickstown, 
Mo., and took part in the expedition into Arkansas in 
18SG2, and the capture of Pocahontas and Jacksonport, 
Ark. He was engaged in the siege of Corinth in the 
same year, and was made Brigadier General of Volun- 
teers Nov. 29, 1862. 

He marched with the Army of the Ohio to Louisville 
and in the advance into Kentucky. He commanded his 
brigade at the important battles of Stone River and 
Liberty Gap. During June, 1864, General Carlin took 
part in the advance on Tullahoma, and was in the bat- 
tle of Chattanooga in September of the same year. He 
was engaged in the battle of Lookout Mountain in No- 
vember, 18638, and while in command of the 2d Brigade 
of the 20th Army Corps led his brigade to the top of 
Missionary Ridge. He took part in the siege of Atlanta 
and was in charge of a division during an assault on the 
intrenchments at Jonesborough in September, 1864. LHe 
took part in the march to the sea, and was present at 
the surrender of Savannah. General Carlin received five 
brevets for gallant and meritorious services as follows: 
That of lieutenant colonel in battle of Chattanooga 
colonel in battle at Jonesborough, brigadier general in 
battle of Bentonville, N.C., major general in field during 
the war and major general of Volunteers for services 
during the war. 

He was honorably mustered out of the Volunteer ser 
vice in August, 1865, and was promoted to major in the 
16th Infantry in the Regular Army in February, 1864. 
He was made colonel April 11, 1882, brigadier general 
May 17, 1893, and was retired Nov. 24, 1893. In 1872 
while lieutenant colonel in the 17th Infantry, he was 
in action against the Indians, who attacked Fort Me- 
Kean, Dak. 
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THE NEW COMMANDANT OF MARINES. 

Brig. Gen. George F. Elliott, U.S.M.C., who on Oct. 3 
succeeded Major General Heywood in command of the 
Marine Corps, is an officer of distinguished service. He 
is a native of Alabama, and was appointed a_ second 
lieutenant in the Marine Corps from New York Oct. 
12, 1870. 

While attached to the Monongahela of the South At- 
lantic station, in 1875, yellow fever broke out on that 


vessel, and in the harbor of Rio de Janeiro, and he of his 
own volition remained with the ship and his men, and 





when the assistant surgeon of the vessel was taken down 
with fever, volunteered to assist the surgeon in so far as 
his ability would permit, and he performed valuable ser- 
vice. 

He served with the marine battalion in the railroad 
strikes of 1877, and in 1875 served under General Hey- 


wood with the marine battalion on the Isthmus of 
Panama. 

While in command of the marine guard of the flagship 
Baltimore of the Asiatic station, in 1894, he marched 
his guard from Chemulpo to Seoul to protect the Amer- 
can legation at the latter place, the Chinese-Japanese 
war being in progress and Corea the scene of hostilities. 
This was a night march of thirty-one miles accomplished 
in eleven hours. General Elliott commanded the legation 
guard for three months subsequent to this time. 

The scene of hostilities having been transferred, he 
was ordered with the marine guard to Tien Tsin, which 
he helped to protect during the winter. Later on, at 
the request of Mr. Denby, then American minister at 
Peking, he acted as aid to that official on the occasion of 
the first audience ever granted by the Chinese emperor 
to foreigners. In order to perform this duty Genera 
Elliott was compelled to make the trip on horseback, 
passing through about 25,000 undisciplined Chinese 
troops, suffering constant insult and running no little 
personal risk. 

During the Spanish-American War in 1898, General 
Elliott commanded Company C of the marine battalion 
during the four days’ battle at Guantanamo, Cuba, and 
later, while in command of a battalion of 250 men, de- 
feated the Spanish in a spirited battle at Cuzco Valley, 
after killing and taking a number of prisoners in addi- 
tion to destroying the wells, which were the source of 
the enemy’s water supply. This fight resulted in giving 
security to the marine camp on Guantanamo HEIill, and 
for his conduct in this battle the President advanced 
General Elliott three numbers for “eminent and con- 
spicuous conduct in battle.” 

General! Elliott, having been ordered to the Philippines, 
in command of a battalion of marines on Oct. 8, 1809, 
defeated the enemy over very bad ground, and captured 
by direct assault, a position at Novaleta, which had been 
deemed impregnable by the Spanish and before which they 
once lost an entire regiment. For this service he re- 
ceived u commendatory letter from the Secretary of the 
Navy. He has*had almost fourteen years of sea and for- 
eign service and has always rendered a good account of 
himself. 

General Elliott has selected as his aid Ist Lieut. Frank 
E. Evans, who is now on his way home from service in 
the Philippines.

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RECENT DEATHS. 

Gen. Orlando Smith, ex-vice president of the Baltimore 
and Ohio Railroad, and a distinguished officer during 
the Civil War, died in Chicago, Ill., Oct. 3. In the fall 
of 1861 he raised a regiment, and then became colonel 
of the 73d Ohio Volunteers. Under Colonel Smith it 
took part in the West Virginia campaign, the second 
battle of Bull Run and the battles of Fredericksburg, 
Chancellorsville and Gettysburg: Colonel Smith and his 
regiment then joined Hooker’s army in the West, and 
after opening up the route to Chattanooga, were in the 
battle of Mission Ridge, and under Sherman went to the 
relief of Burnside. The regiment then re-enlisted for the 
remainder of the war, but Colonel Smith resigned in 
1864, when he was brevetted brigadier general for meri- 
torious service. From October, .1862, he had been in 
command of a brigade, of which his own regiment was a 
part. 

Mrs. Lorinda M. Weston, grandmother of Capt. 
Weston P. Chamberlain, Assistant Surgeon, U.S.A., died 
Monday, Sept. 21, 1903, at Bristol, Me., aged ninety-two 
years. 

William J. Bowman, only son of Commissary Sergt. 
John J. Bowman, U.S.A., retired, died suddenly at De- 
troit, Mich., Oct. 1. 

Mrs. Adeline Farley Briggs, wife of Comdr. John B. 
Briggs, U.S.N., died in Baltimore, Md., Oct. 1. 

Charles W. Sears, one of Binghamton’s, N.Y., retired 
business men, died at his home Oct. 5, aged seventy- 
three. He is survived by a widow and four children, 
one of whom is Comdr. James H. Sears, U.S.N. 

Gen. Bradley T. Johnson, who- died Oct. 5 at Rock 
Castle, Va., was a native of Maryland, and at the out- 
break of the Civil War cast his fortunes with the Con- 
federacy.

He also served in 
the East Indies, on the European and North Atlantic 
stations. He was retired in August, 1893 

Gen. William J. Dale, surgeon general of Massachu- 
setts during the Civil War, died Oct. 7 at North Ando- 
ver, at the age of eighty-eight years. In 1863 he was 
raised to the rank of brigadier general in recognition 
of his services during the Civil War. 

Col. Allen B. H. McGee died at his home in Kansas 
City Oct. 7, aged eighty-eight years. He went there in 
1826, when the site of the city was a forest. In 1847 
he built the Sac and Fox Indian Agency, and later en- 
gaged in the outfitting business. Among others he fitted 
out two of Gen. John C. Freemont’s expeditions.

Under the direction of the commanding general, De- 
partment of the Lakes, the field and staff, 3d Squadron, 
zd Cavalry, and Troops L and M, 2d Cavalry, at Fort 
Sheridan, Ill, will proceed to San Francisco, Cal., and 
be reported to the commanding general, Department of 
California, in time for embarkation on the U.S. Army 
transport sailing on or about Jan. 1, 1904. 

The horses pertaining to the 2d Cavalry will be trans- 
ferred to the 15th Cavalry; the horses of Troops L and 
M, 2d Cavalry, at Fort Sheridan, Ill, will be sent by rail 
to Fort Ethan Allien, Vt., in charge of a detachment of 
the 15th Cavalry to be detached at Chicago, Ill., by the 
commanding officer of the squadrons of that regiment 
en route to Fort Ethan Allen, Vt.

The commanding general, Department of the East, is 
authorized to transfer from the 2d Cavalry to other 
Cavalry regiments in his Department in which vacancies 
may exist, such enlisted men as will have at date of 
sailing of the 2d Cavalry, less than six months to serve 
and have not expressed their intention to re-enlist. In 
the cases of non-commissioned officers the transfers will 
be as privates; but should the refer they may be dis- 
charged for the convenience of the Government. 

The commanding general, Department of the East, is 
further authorized to transfer to the 2d Cavalry to the 
extent of actual vacancies therein, such enlisted men of 
other Cavalry regiments in his department as desire 
foreign service, and have at least one year to serve.

CIRCULAR 5, SEPT. 2, DEPT. OF DAKOTA. 

Instructions from the Secretary of War of Sept. 15 
indicate the imperative necessity for . energetic action 
on the pert of post recruiting officers and others con- 
cerned in developing the post recruiting service. Ac- 
cordingly post recruiting officers in is Department 
are enjoined to increase their exertions in ee 
needed recruits at or in the vicinity of their posts, an 
to persistently continue their efforts in this direction 
while recruits are needed. 

To aid in attaining this object a recruiting party will 
be organized at each post, consisting of the post re- 
cruiting officer, a surgeon and one enlisted man as 
canvasser for each town to be visited by the party. 

The duty of enlisted men will consist in visiting the 
towns hereinafter indicated to distribute recruiting cir- 
culars, posters and hand bills, canvass for recruits and 
conduct them to their station if necessary. Only enlisted 
men who are reliable, well instructed, of neat soldierly 
appearance and capable of answering inquiries intelli- 
gently should be selected to rform this duty. 

The recruiting districts will include: For Fort As- 
sinniboine, Benton and ‘Havre; for Fort Harrison, Hel- 
ena, Butte and Anaconda; for Fort Keogh, Miles City, 
Billings and Glendive; Fort Lincoln, Bismarck, Man- 
dan and Dickinson; for Fort Meade, Stur , Deadwood, 
Lead and ee City; for Fort Missoula, Missoula, Ham- 
ilton and Philipsburgh; for Fort Snellings, ult, 
Red Wing, Stillwater, Mankato and St. Peter; for Fort 
Yellowstone, Livingston and Bozeman. : 

As soon after the receipt of this order as practicable 
and thereafter once a month each post commander will 
send out canvassers, one to each town in his district. 
Their departure from the post will be so timed that 
each will arrive at the destined town two or three days 
in advance of the recruiting officer. The enlisted man 
sent to the first town to be visited should be capable 
of rendering clerical assistance to the recruiting offi.

FORT RILEY. 
Fort Riley, Kan., Ocu. 5, 1903. 
Pawnee Flats is a most busy place these days, where 
hundreds of workmen are laboring from early morn 
until dewy eve, every day of the week, Sundays includ- 
ed. Viewing the scene from the brow of the bluffs that 
frame this level tract on the north, the sight is most 


animated. Several hundred feet below workmen are 
scattered about the thousand acres of level bottom land 
that will shortly be peopled by the largest body o. troops 
that Uncle Sam has congregated since the late war. 
Carpenters by the score are busy in constructing tables, 
benches, shelves, constructing temporary shelters that 
will be used for different purposes, constructing tent 
floors and other articles too numerous to mention; long 
lines of teams, moving with great regularity, are bring- 
ing baled hay to a place where it is piled into great 
stacks by gangs of men; railroad tracks are being laid 
and the necessary grading done; miles of ditches are 
being dug, pipes laid in them, and then covered up, with 
aimost incredible swiftness, it seems; large numbers of 
men are unloading cars filled with cord wood (700 cords 
are necessary for the encampment) and piling it in long 
rows that string out on the brown earth like so many 
snakes; a detachment is busy putting up tents for the 
headquarters staff, which will make a small city of tents 
by itself, so numerous will be the retinue of officers, 
clerks and servants. As one sees it all from the dis- 
tance it appears as though all were chaos, hopelessly 
jumbled; but it is all a well-conceived plan that is being 
carried on as rapidly as possible to completion under 
the watchful eye of Captain Baker of the Quartermas- 
ters’ Department and his assistants. - 

Capt. Gilbert C. Smith, from Fort Myer, is assistant 
quartermaster to Captain Baker, and his time is well 
occupied. Time is valuable now, for none too much was 
allowed for the completion of such a task as this one 
is. For example, there is a water system covering twelve 
miles of pipe, to be laid in three feet of ground, and to 
be ready for operation in three weeks. ’ y 

One hundred and sixty three company organizations 
must be provided for, beside the numerous headquarter 
staff. General Bates’s Divisional Staff will include 
eighteen, as follows: three aides-de-camp, adjutant gen- 
eral, assistant adjutant general, inspector general, chief 
commissary and assistant, chief quartermaster and as- 
sistant, chief paymaster and assistant, chief surgeon and 
assistant, judge advocate, chief signal officer, engineer 
officer, and ordnance officer. The thirty umpires | who 
are detached from any organization will be practically 
included in the staff, as far as messing, living, and ad- 
ministration are concerned. Then come the State rep- 
resentatives to the number of a hundred at least, al- 
though preparations are being made for just twice that 
number. Correspondence on the subject shows, that in a 
great many instances the State feels unable to pay the 
expenses of a representative, as the military appropria- 
tion has been expended, or else the officer that would 
be most benetited by such an experience is unable to 
defray the cost of the trip himself. It sems as though 
some preparation should be made for these State repre- 
sentatives, in a financial way. Nearly all of the Eastern 
States will be represented, some by several officers. Sev- 
eral of the Southern States will have representatives on 
the ground. Texas will have two officers present, in the 
persons of Major General, W. H. Stacy and Col. Henry 
Hutchings. Brig. Gen. John Q. Cannon, commanding 
the Ist Brigade N.G.U., will represent Utah. 

The military attaches must be looked after, and from 
present information, at least three will be on the ground. 
At the request of the War Department, invitations were 
extended by the State Department to all duly accredited 
attaches. Those of France, Germany, Turkey and Ecua- 
dor were not in the country, so their attendance will be 
an impossibility. Lieut. Colonel Foster, of the British 
Embassy, accepted the invitation to attend the exer- 
cises at West Point, Ky., but had to decline as far as 
Fort Riley was concerned. Colonel Raspapow of the 
Russian Legation will be present as well as Lieut. 
Colonel federico de Monteverde of the Spanish Legation. 
Lieut. Colonel Altimira, the military attache of Mexico, 
who is now sojourning in Utah, will be present, judging 
from present information. 

The regiment of Texas troops which will take the place 
of the Arkansas regiment which was withdrawn by the 
Governor of that State will be on the provisional order, 
the companies picked from the best in the State. The 
Arkansas regiment was withdrawn, on the grounds that 
as the State troops had already been encamped, it would 
be impracticable for the young men to be absent from 
their business during the period required for the man- 
euvers. 

All troops will be equipped with wire nippers and wire 
stretchers, one each to each company engaged. This 
will be necessary, us u great many of the problems will 
take place on private land, where it will be necessary to 
take down fences and when the troops have passed 
through, to repair them. ‘to insure a_ sufficiency of 
wagon transportation, Forts Robinson, Niobrara,’ Leav- 
enworth, Reno and Sill will contribute their quota of 
mules and wagons, while the two latter posts will send 
a pack train each. Even distant Fort Grant in Arizona 
wiil have mules on the ground. The members of the 
National Guard, and the Regulars for that matter, who 
are counting on sleeping on the cold, cold ground, will 
be pleasantly disappointed, as hay will be issued by the 
government, in order that all tents may be comfortably 
iloored. A novelty for the headquarters will be a bath- 
house, with rooms properly equipped in every particular 
and hot and cold water aplenty. The house is .already 
constructed and being rushed to completion. The mess- 
ing arrangements, which will be in one large tent, as 
they were last year, will be in charge of Major W. H. 
Bean, chief commissary of the Department of the Mis- 
souri. Each offier will be charged his pro rata share 
for the expenses incurred, whereas last year a stated 
price was charged by a contractor who was in charge. 
It is thought that this system will be more satisfactory 
and economical. One distinct feature- will be the pres- 
ence of officers of the Paymasters’ Department. Major 
J. ©. Muhlenberg, chief paymaster of the Department of 
the Missouri, will be on General Bates's staff and will be 
accompanied by another major and three captains of the 
Pay Department, with five clerks and: a messenger. They 
will arrive on Oct. 20. Such a representation of this de- 
partment is due to the presence of the national guards- 
men, who, under the provisions of the Dick bill, are en- 
titled to pay and allowances of ‘the Regulars from the 
time of their home leaving until their return thereto. 
The post exchange will have two sub-exchanges on the 
grounds at convenient points tod both extremities. One 
or two religious organizations of tbe State have been 
granted permission to erect tents to.be used as reading- 
rooms and for the receiving of: friends. Such .an idea 
is most praiseworthy, and one to be appreciated, but it’s 
a ten-to-one shot that, after the day's work has been 
completed, the tired soldier will receive his friends in 
his tent, and his only reading hours will be from retreat 
until tatoo, which will go at 10 o'clock, 

The Ist Battalion of Engineers in command of Majot 
Smith S. Leach arrived on Thursday afternoon from 
Fort Leavenworth, having been on the road eight days. 
The command is well established in camp, and began this 
morning to construct its three pontoon bridges which will 
span the Kaw in three different places. The bridges 
will be in place if the fiver. maintains its present state 
by Oct. 13. 

On Oct. 24, in the evening, several ladies and officers 
of the garrison will -give an entertainmeat in the post 
theatre, for the benetit of the ‘widows and orphans of 
officers and enlisted men of ‘fhe Regular Army who are 
in needy circumstances. Major and Mrs. Coffin are prime 
movers in the affair, which promises to be most elabo- 
rate, from every point of view. An act from the opera 
of Carmen will be one of the attractions, with Mrs. Cof- 


fin’ in the title role. The day from morning Wee even- 
ing promiss to be a banner one during maneuver 
period. in the morning there will be a . +— review 
of the troops mobilized here. In the ‘ternoon the 
Fort Riley Athletic Association will have its fall meet- 
ing. There will be several running races and other events 
of interest.

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FUTURE OF THE GENERAL STAFF. 


It is understood that the permanent distribution of the 
work of the General Staff of the Army among the three 
divisions of the staff at the War Department will not 
be made until after the arrival of Major General Chaffee 
in Washington. The transfer between General Chaffee 
and General Young will take place Oct. 20. Many of 
the details of administration by the General Staff wil! 
be left until the arrival at the War Department of 
General a. The order directing the transfer was 
dated Oct. 2, and was to take effect immediately, but a 
delay has been found necessary. Although no formal 
announcement has ever been made, it is well understood 
that in the event of President Rooseyelt’s re-election, 
General Corbin will succeed General QOhaffee, upon his 
retirement, as Lieutenant General and Chief of Staff. 
It is largely for this reason that the General was placed 
in command of a Department and thus given an op- 
portunity to command troops. This will give him 
additional experience for his position as Chief of Staff. 

General Corbin is well pleased with the transfer 
ordered, and believes that he will be better able as 
commanding officer of a department to assist in making 
the new General Staff an efficient organization than he 
would if stationed in Washington as first assistant to the 
Chief of Staff. ~We doubt whether General Chaffee is 
quite so well pleased to be ordered to Washington after 
his short tour of duty on Governor’s Island. Both offi- 
cers have distinguished themselves in their respective 
spheres of duty, and at first sight it appears to be a 
case of a transfer between the round peg in the round 
hole and the square peg in the square hole, and one 
demonstrating the confidence of the War Department in 
versatility and adaptability of the American soldier. 
The change is due to the peculiar conditions created by 
the organization of the General Staff and, taking all of 
the conditions into account, and having in view the 
President’s plans for the future, the change would 
seem a wise one. General Corbin will be welcomed in 
New York where he was so long on duty as Chief-of-Staff 
to the Department Commander. His services during the 
Spanish War, when he virtually held the position of 
Chief-of-Staff, as Secretary Root has stated, have com- 
mended him tq the favor of the Administration. This 
and his proyed ability as an administrator explain the 
action of the War Department in his case. 

Various speculations concerning the reasons for the 
assignment of General Corbin are set at rest by the fact 
that it meets with the cordial approval, not only of the 
President, by whom it was made, but by Secretary Root, 
Acting Secretary Oliver and General Young. It is in a 
line with the interchangeability of the line and staff 
for which the General Staff law provides. It is simply 
the inauguration of a new order to which the Army has 
not yet been accustomed. General Corbin had experi- 
ence In command of troops with the Army of the Cum- 
berland during the entire War of the Rebellion, and, 
after his appointment to the Regular Army, he was in 
command of troops on the frontier for more than ten 
consecutive years as commander of large posts and ex- 
peditions along the New Mexico, Arizona and Texas 
frontiers. He had large experience in the organization 
of troops before he was called to the more responsible 
duties as~ Adjutant General of the Army during the 
Spanish-American War and the insurrection in the Phil- 
ippines. 

We cannot do better than te quote in this connection 
the eloquent remarks of Secretary Root at the dinner 
given him by the General Staff of the Army at the 
Washington Country Club on the night of August 15, 
1903. This speech has been withheld hitherto for ob- 
vious reasons, but it is believed that the time has now 
come when it can be given without in any manner hurt- 
ing the feelings of any officers either on the active or re- 
tired list. Secretary Root spoke as follows: 

“General Young and Gentlemen: 

“I thank you for your kind expressions, for your kind 
wishes. I thank you much more, more than words can 
express, for the kindly consideration which received me, 
a perfectly green and uninstructed civilian, to the posi- 
tion of Secretary of War, and which has accompanied 
me with ever increasing friendship and soble loyalty 
through the four years of my- service. Sailing on Fri- 
day next for England, to endeavor to aid in doing away 
with one of the questions most pregnant with possibili- 
ties of conflict between our country and Great Britain~ 
the Alaskan boundary seontroversy—I: shall take with me 
only the pleasantest memories; and shall, look ferward 
with agreeable anticipations to the time when I may 
return to find you all at your work again. I think that 
if we all do our duty, if we are all true to the high 
standard of purpose, which I believe controls the guiding 
minds of the American Army to-day, the soldiers of the 
future and generations of American citizens in years to 
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come will look back upon this day, the day of the in- 
auguration of the General Staff of the Army, as a happy 
day in our military history. 

“This is a ‘time of organization. Great results are 
produced only by that. Individual effort, individual 
prilliancy, individual heroism, accomplishes but little, 
except as it has an effect upon masses of men. Effective 
and harmonious organization is the moving power of the 
world to-day. We have lagged behind in the Army until 
now; and now I believe and trust we take our place in 
the front rank of the organizations which are to control 
the effective action of the future. I look back to the 
cabals and dissentions which came so near wrecking the 
effort for independence in Washington’s time; the bit- 
terness of heart under which he labored in his long and 
painful effort to control the discordant elements that 
were working or pretending to work for the independence 
of the colonies. I look back at the political ambitions 
which dictated the movements under differing and an- 
tagonistic officers during the Mexican War. I recall the 
bitter controversies which left their echoes sounding 
through a generation after the close of the Civil War; 
and remembering that the most vital defect of a military 
service is lack of harmony among the officers in com- 
mand, I look at the unselfish devotion of the last few 
years, and the last year especially, in the American Army 
with a feeling of pride and satisfaction. 

“When I think of the present Lieutenant General 
thrusting aside the leisure and the quiet dignity which he 
had so Well earned, and take upon himself in the last 
year of his active service the arduous and the perplexing 
and annoying duties involved in the presidency of the 
War College Board and the work of the Chief-of-Staff; 
when I reflect upon the disinterested and unselfish course 
of Major General Corbin, the Adjutant General of the 
Army, who practically occupied the position of Chief-of- 
Staff to the President throughout the war with Spain, 
who wielded a greater power in the control of the Ameri- 
can Army than any other soldier of his day, and who 
put the whole force and weight of his great influence and 
his intimate knowledge of the Army and of the legisla- 
tive branch of our Government at the service of this 
new movement which was to put over him a chief to exer- 
cise the power that he had exercised, and to cheerfully 
and with self devotion take the position as Assistant 
to the Chief-of-Staff where he had been practically chief; 
when I look at the heads of the great administrative 
departments who have been practically independent for 
so many years, responsible only to the Secretary of 
War, and acting upon his direction given in reliance up- 
on their advice, and see them voluntarily and cheerfully 
and with no thought but of the country’s good and the 
efficiency of the Army as a whole, bringing their de- 
partments under the direction of a military officer who 
would stand between them and the Secretary of War; 
when I see such spirit and patriotism in all the depart- 
ments and such esprit de corps of the Army as a whole, 
it seems to me that I am justified in the most brilliant 
anticipations and in ‘the most confidential expectations 
for the future of the American Army. 

“Other wars are to come; when, we know not, or with 
whom we know not, but we know they are to come. 
Days of trial for our country are to come and I con- 
fidentally believe that when these days are upon us the 
American people will look back to the inauguration of 
the General Staff, and will look back to the inaugura- 
tion of a good spirit of brotherhood in arms pervading 
all branches of the American Army, as the beginning of 
a new day and the origin of an efficiency never known 
before in the defenders of our Government and of our 
nation. I know that I shall not only look upon your 
work with confidence and trust, but I shall look back 
with gratitude and affection to all of you who have 
with such faith and zeal and loyalty wrought in the 
cause which has been so dear to me; for knowing little 
of the Army, knowing little of military affairs, I be 
lieve that I can claim whatever commendation is due 
for havimg been myself loyal to the best interests of the 
Army of the United States. I believe that I have had 
no ether sentiment and no desire but an Army noble and 
true, effective and strong, worthy of the great country 
which relies upon it for defense, worthy of the great 
and noble men who have adorned its history and worthy 
of thesgreat trust which is imposed upon it. I firmly 
believe-that you are all that, that the Army which you 
are to train in the future will be all that; and I expect 
olways to look back upon these happy days of effort and 
achievement with constant and kindly remembrance and 
affection.”

COMMENTS ON COURTS-MARTIAL FINDINGS. 
The Independent of Oct. 8 says, editorially: “Out of 





the Navy Department comes a feeble effort to excuse the _ 


action of Secretary Moody in the Wortman case, and 
Rear Admiral Evans’s swashbuckling assault on the 
Nicholson court-martial, by vaguely asserting that naval 
tribunals are becoming too lax in failing to convict for 
‘errorané® judgment.’ People who do not-err in judgment 
possess"infallibility ; and;:while that quality may exist in 
ihe Navy Department and the Vatican, it is not generally 
suppesedto prevail elsewhere. Meanwhile it has been 
pointed out that Admiral Evans's attack is illegal, since 
it is a public reprimand, which is a’ punishment to be 
inflicted only by sentence of court-martial; and besides 
unfair, because the members of the court are sworn not 
to divulge the ‘proceedings and therefore. cannot appeal 
to them in their own defense. These proceedings, in 


justice, should now be published. It is also reported 
that the protest against Admiral Evans’s action lodged 
by Paymaster Biscoe, one of the members of the court 
selected for special reproof, has received an ‘unfavorable 
indorsement’ from the Chief of the Bureau of Naviga- 
tion. This also should be made public, so that it can be 
seen who actually made the indorsement, in order to pro- 
tect Rear Admiral Taylor from the inference that he 
has officially passed upon the doings of Rear Admiral 
Evans, who is his brother-in-law.” 

The Nicholson case makes it evident that the 
President should take action in this matter to 
determine authoritatively what are the exact func- 
tions of the reviewing officer and what the 
limitations of his authority. There is nothing au- 
thoritative on this subject, and reviewing  offi- 
cers have been guided by their own sense of propriety 
in their action upon the proceedings of courts-martial. 
Their comments have been very pointed and severe at 
times, but they have always been kept within the limits 
of a proper regard for the rights and the dignity of offi- 
cers as officers. In no case that we have any knowledge 
of have they descended to personal abuse, and the fact 
has always been kept in mind that the action of a court- 
martial is not necessarily unanimous, and that it is un- 
just to hold a conscientious officer responsible for a re- 
sult which he may have done his best to prevent. Cer- 
tainly he should not be insulted. 

We would commend to attention the remarks of Secre- 
tary Welles, dated Dec. 6, 1865, on the findings of the 
court-martial in the case of Co dore Thomas T. Cra- 
ven. They will be found in the ARMy AND Navy Jour- 
NAL, Vol. III, p. 287. They are entirely courteous, 
though the Secretary comments with great severity upon 
the findings of the court of which Admiral Farragut was 
president. The comments of Major General John Pope, 
on a court-martial finding, published in the ARMY AND 
NAvy JourNAL of Feb. 18, 1882, page 635, Vol. XIX, 
are also in point, and they cover the present case. For 
one thing General Pope said : 

“Certain it is that a like mistaken interpretation of 
the 28th Article too frequently prevails with court-mar- 
tials (as it is believed it did in this instance), and to 
that extent lessens their usefulness as a means for purg- 
ing the Army of material that so greatly impairs its 
efficiency and detracts from its moral status. It is this 
trifling with the true import and dignity of the law, and 
the highest interestg of the Service, which the depart- 
ment commander seeks here emphatically to reprobate 
and condemn, The findings under the 4th, 8th and 9th 
specifications to the Ist charge are, therefore, disap- 
proved. The other fifdings are approved.” 

Conservative regard for the rights of an officer, and for 
the traditions of courtesy in dealing with one bearing 
a commission from the President of the United States, 
whatever his rank or position, has been found suffi- 
cient heretofore to restrain remarks of reviewing offi- 
cers within proper limits and no action should be taken 
in the present case, which will be taken as a warrant 
for extending reviewing authority beyond the limitations 
heretofore set upon it by good sense and proper feeling, 
if not by the positive enactment of law.

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THE 13,000-TON BATTLESHIP. 


In addition to what is said on another page concerning 
the plans for the 13,000-ton battleships we learn that a 
unanimous agreement by the Board on Construction 
upon the plans for the Idaho and Mississippi, now 
seems likely as the result of an able report by Admiral 
Bowles, which is now in the hands of Admiral O'Neil, 
and will be placed before the board at its next meeting, 
Briefly, Rear Admiral Bowles calls attention to the fact 
that the board is dealing not with a theory, but with 
a condition in determining upon the plans for the ships. 
He proposes that the board put itself on record as not 
favoring the general policy in shipbuilding of sacrific- 
ing speed to armor and armament, but that it approve 
the set of plans for these ships, which calls for a speed 
of 17 knots as being the most practicable under the cir- 
cumstances. When this question first came up in the 
board the Chief Constructor presented five sets of plans. 
The board soon afterwards at a meeting with Admiral 
Bradford absent, approved the set of plans calling for a 
ship of from 16.5 to 17 knots speed. The three members 
of the board present, Rear Admirals O’Neil, Melville and 
Bowles, approved these plans, Rear Admiral Melville 
recording himself, however, as opposed to the style of 
ship Congress had authorized. When Rear Admiral 
Bradford returned to Washington he immediately began 
the preparation of a paper for submission to the Secre- 
tary of the Navy, setting forth his objections to the de- 
sign selected for these ships and calling on the Secretary 
to re-open the matter. Rear Admiral Melville joined ir 
this request and the Secretary sent out to nine naval 
officers of prominence in the various grades for their 
opinions on the general question of the relative impur- 
tance of speed to armor and armament in a battleship. 
Six of the replies received favored a speed of at least 
18 knots for battleships, the remaining .three recording 
themselves as favoring a lower speed. Secretary Moody 
after reading the papers presented very carefully, and 
finding that none of them agreed except in a general 
way, submitted them to the Board on Construction for 
guidance in making another decision which, as he said, 
he hoped would be unanimous. 

Rear Admiral Bradford’s fight in this matter has been

ene of principle and prompted by a conscientious sense 
of duty to the Service. Rear Admiral Bowles in his re- 
port proposes a way out of the matter by which Rear 
Admiral Bradford's contention will be approved as sound 
in principle, but as perhaps unsuited to apply in this 
particular case. As a matter of fact the members of the 
Board on Construction do not hesitate to say that Con- 
gress made a fatal mistake in appropriating for ves- 
sels of 13,000 tons’ displacement nor do they blame 
Congress so much as they do Senator Hale, chairman 
of the Senate Committee on Naval Affairs. Once the 
appropriation has been made, however, and this type 
of ship authorized by law the Board on Construction 
can but make the best of it and design the most formid- 
able vessel possible with this limitation. 


~~ 
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Secretary Moody still has under consideration the bids 
for armor for five battleships opened at the Bureau of 
Ordnance last week. The question whether the lowest 
bidder—the Midvale Steel Company—shall be awarded 
the contract or whether it shall be let to the Bethlehem 
and Carnegie Steel companies, whose bids were identica}, 
is one which the Secretary will not decide without the 
most careful consideration. On the face of it would 
appear that the award should certainly go to the lowest 
bidder. The fact, however, that the Midvale has never 
manufactured armor plating for the Government while 
the Carnegie and Bethlehem sompanies have, in the 
opinion of some officers should have considerable weight. 
It would also appear on its face that the fact that the 
Carnegie and Bethlem companies offer to begin deliveries 
within nine months, provided ether contracts are out of 
the way, while the Midvale Company does not agree to 
deliver the armor for twenty months after the receipt 
of the sketch plans, would militate in favor of the first 
two companies despite the fact they were the higher 
bidders. Rear Admiral O'Neill has made no recommenda- 
tions in the matter, as it clearly is one for the Secretary 
of the Navy to decide.

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Chaplain Carroll Q. Wright, U.S.N., is organizing 
in the Navy an order called the “Silent League,” the 
purpose of which is to discourage profanity and pro- 
mote good habits among the enlisted men and boys of 
the Service. Members are advised to say nothing to a 
drunken or angry man till afterwards; to use either 
ridicule, rebuke, persuasion, or official report as the 
case appears to demand; and to report incorrigibles to 
the officer of the deck, to be made examples of. Set 
phrases are suggested for their use, such as, “Shame on 
you;” “Bring the soap and swab, boys, and wash cut his 
little mouth ;” “Here, you are forgetting yourself, young- 
ster ;” “Will some one please spank that naughty little 
child? ;” “Hold hard, mate—stop that, or up to the mast 
you go;” “None of us is over good, old man, but let’s 
try to be decent,” etc., etc. Branches of the league have 
been organized on the U.S.S. New York, the U.8.8. 
Massachusetts and at the League Island Navy Yard.

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REPORT OF SURGEON GENERAL, U.S.A. 


In his annual report Brig. Gen. Robert M. O'Reilly, 
Surgeon General, U.S. Army, says with regard to thedrink 
problem, it appears that the admissions to the sick 
report because of alcoholism in 1902 were slightly in 
excess of those in 1901. On this subject the Surgeon 
General says: “From the reports of the Surgeon Gen- 
eral for the past twenty years it is found that alcoholisin 
is not nearly so great an evil in the Army as it was 
prior to the establishment of the post exchange, allow- 
ing the sale of beer and light wines to the soldier. From 
1883 to 1888 the annual admission rate for alcoholism 
varied from 69 to 40 per thousand. When this last 
figure was reached the wurgeon General reported, m 
1889: ‘There is here manifested a gratifying temper- 
ance movement which it is hoped the canteen system 
may render more actively progressive,’ and in 1890, 
‘Prohibition on the military reservation has been sug- 
gested and tried, but this has immediately invited the es- 
tablishment of dens of dissipation and disease just be- 
yond the jurisdiction of the commanding officer. Li- 
cense on the reservation, in the opinion of our medical 
officers, is infinitely preferable to unbridled license out- 
side of it. It is believed that the canteen system will 
have a greater effect in reducing the statistics of alco- 
holism than any measure that has yet been tried.’” This 
belief seems to be abundantly justified by the following 
table, showing a steady decrease of alcoholism, it being 
kept in mind that the sale of beer at post exchanges 
was abolished in February, 1901, since when the admis- 
sions for alcoholism have increased :

The disbursements of the Medical Department for the 
year under review amounted to $976,202.68. The total 
accounted for was $2,340,318.52 including balances of 
$1,130,583.88 on hand June 30, 1903. 

The admission rate per thousand of strength of the 
whole Army for disease and injury in 1902 was 1,716.51, 
a slight improvement upon the rate of 1901, which was 
1,791.59. Discharges for disability gave a rate of 23.5 in 
1901. The deaths in 1902 were 1,549 per thousand, but 
only 1,304 in 1901. The increase is due to a loss of 35.4 
per thousand by cholera. In the United States the admis- 
sions were 1,343.77 and deaths 7.83 per thousand, com- 
pared with 1,555.25 and 6.90 in 1901. In the Pacific isl- 
ands 2,144.75 admissions and 24.31 deaths per thousand 
compare unfavorably with 1,928.14 and 17.96 in 1901, 
but cholera caused the death of 7.57 soldiers out of every 
thousand in the islands. In Cuba and Porto Rico the 
Army had much less sickness and death than in the 
United States or Pacific islands, the admission rate there 
of 1,800.24 and a death rate of only 6.72 show that our 
troops on these islands are as healthy as was the whole 
Army at home during the decade 1888-1897 prior to the 
Spanish War, when sickness and mortality were the 
lowest ever recorded. 

One of the interesting facts noted by General O'Reilly 
is that the greatest non-effectiveness from disease and in- 
jury in the United States was reported in January, 
February and March, in which months the sick report 
of troops at home was larger than in the Pacific islands. 
Referring to the cholera epidemic in the Philippines, 
which began in March last, and the consequent increase 
in the death rate, it is pointed out that the recent great 
reduction in the number of military posts in the islands 
has resulted in the withdrawal of troops from many of 
the more inaccessible stations and their redistribution 
in such a way as to allow the best sanitary conditions 
to obtain. Under the insular government of the isl- 
ands, noting the extraordinary improvement of health 
conditions in Manila, through the efforts of the insular 
board of health, the chief officer of which has always 
been a medical officer of the Army, it is stated that the 
city’s health now compares favorably with some of the 
largest municipalities in the United States and Europe. 
The death rate in Manila for the current year is about 
one-half of what it was four years ago, amounting to 
only 22.17 per thousand for all classes, 

Turning te conditions in the United States, General 
O'Reilly notes that, because of the increase in the Army. 
the barracks and quarters at some stations are reported 
as overcrowded, with resulting bad ventilation, or else 
they are in bad repair. The water supply of posts in the 
United States is generally satisfactory and beyond criti- 
cism, but at some of the larger stations water for drink- 
ing is boiled as a routine measure. The permanent 
military stations of the United States should have water 
supplies beyond suspicion, ample for all purposes, and 
preferably independent of neighboring municipalities. 
Most men will drink from the most convenient source, 
and are apt to prefer the unboiled water. At Fort 
Leavenworth, Kan., the water supply from the town 
system of Leavenworth has been repeatedly condemned 
by medical officers, but the question seems to be now on 
the eve of satisfactory settlement. At Jefferson Bar- 
racks, Mo., an experimental well has been suggested, 
with a view to securing a water supply independent of 
St. Louis. At the Presidio. of San Francisco, Cal., the 
local supply is insufficient, and the general hospital and 
neighboring camps and cantonments use the city water. 

It is recommended that the Philippine Scouts be sup- 
plied with the full Army ration. As to the habits of 
the Scouts he makes this striking utterance: “The free- 
dom of the Filipino from the vice of drunkenness is strik- 
ingly shown when we find that out of 5,000 men only 
three individuals were treated for alcoholism in one 
year, and that while white soldiers were admitted to 
sick report on account of their own misconduct in the 
use of alcohol at the rate of 24.78 per -thousand, and 
colored troops at the rate of 11.70, the Malay scouts 
showed the extremely small admission rate of, 0.62 per 
thousand.” 

Of the 176 candidates examined only forty were found 
physically qualified. The vacancies in the grade of as- 
sistant surgeon are being slowly filled, but that there 
is a small but steady loss by resignation of some of the 
most highly trained young medical officers because pros- 
‘pects in civil practice appear to them brighter and re- 
sults less remote than in military life. General O'Reilly 
believes that the proportion of officers of different rank 
in the Medical Corps should be such that about twenty 
years’ service as an assistant surgeon would be the 
maximum. The number of medical officers of superior 


rank should be about as follows: Ten assistant sur- 
geons general, eighteen deputy surgeons general and 
seventy-five surgeons. Without increase in the total 
number of medical officers allowed by law the above 
number in the superior grades would nearly restore the 
former proportion of two assistant surgeons to one sur- 
geon or higher. 

A high tribute is paid to the fifty volunteer surgeons 
who were taken into the Army under the act of Feb. 2, 
1901, and it is noted with satisfaction that five of them 
since their honorable discharge have been recommended 
for commissions in the regular service. An interesting 
fact pointed out is that dental diseases are as prevalent 
among officers and enlisted men of the Army as among 
individuals of relatively the same social classes in civil 
life, but that such diseases are much commoner among 
those who are serving or have served in the Philippines. 
Remarking. that while the work required of Contract 
Dental Surgeons was formerly largely of an emergency 
nature, General O’Reilly says: “Now with the full 
complement of dental surgeons on duty, more time and 
attention are devoted to teaching methods of prophylaxis, 
to conserving the teeth by proper treatment of diseased 
conditions, restoring them to usefulness by inserting ap- 
propriate fillings, and replacing lost teeth by suitable 
crowns, bridges or artificial dentures.” 

The evil at which Admiral Evans aimed a blow—as 
did Secretary Welles, Generals Pope and Merritt and 
others before him—undoubtedly exists, but it cannot be 
cured by arbitrary and extra-judicial methods. It was 
proposed in one case we know of that the action of the 
members of an obnoxious court-martial should be chalked 
up against their record. Then the reflection came that 
no one knew who had joined in the finding and that it 
would be grossly unjust to hold officers on the court, who 
were known to men of the highest fidelity to trust, re- 
sponsible for an action in which they may have taken 
no part. 

STATUS OF W. G. HUDSON ON N.J. TEAM. 

Passaic, N.J., Oct. 1, 1903. 
To Tue Eprror or THE ARMY AND NAVy JOURNAL: 

A statement was made in your valuable paper some 
time since, that Col. James G. White, Inspector Genera! 
of Rifle Practice, Massachusetts, and captain of the 
Massachusetts team, protested the shooting of W. G. 
Hiudson on the New Jersey team. I had not heard of 
this and so addressed Colonel White on the subject, who 
says: “I have to say that the ARMy AND Navy JOURNAL 
is in error in stating that I protested Hudson’s shooting 
on your team. I did, however, address a respectful in- 
quiry to the honorable Secretary of War to be brought 
before the board for the promotion of rifle practice. 
This inquiry was made, not for the purpose of attempt- 
ing to change the relative standing of the teams.” 

Dr. W. G. Hudson has been a member of the New 
Jersey National Guard for a number of years and has 
also been a member of the State team for the past five 
years. Some time ago he informed me that he had been 
offered the position of assistant surgeon of the 9th New 
York, but had arranged not to accept it until after the 
Sea Girt meeting. As I learned subsequently, it appears 
that the 9th New York, anxious to use him for the team 
of 1904, and desiring to comply with the New York 
State regulation, that in order to complete for a place 
on the team the contestant must have served a year in 
the New York National Guard, he consented to enlist in 
the 9th New York in August for that purpose, but with 
the distinct understanding (so he informs me) that his 
New York enlistment would have nothing to do with 
his New Jersey relations so far as the team was con- 
cerned. 

I am personally strongly opposed to enlisting good 
shéts for the purpose of securing their aid in winning 
big matches. The members of the New Jersey team 
have always been from the bona fide membership of the 
National Guard and not enlisted for team purposes. 
I regret that Dr. Hudson consented te the enlistment 
urged by his friends in the 9th New York; and had I 
known of it in time, I should not have allowed him to 
shoot on the New Jersey team, The first intimation 
I had of the fact was late on the evening preceding the 
National match. It is a fact, however, that there is no 
law which prevents a man being a member of the New 
York and the New Jersey National Guards at the same 
time; and, in fact, there are instances where officers of 
the National Guard have served in both States, so that 
| presume Dr. Hudson has violated no law by the en- 
listment in the 9th New York. 

I hope the National Board for the promotion of rifle 
practice in the United States will make a rule, which it, 
no doubt, has the right to do, which will prevent every- 
thing which does not have the true sportsmanlike spirit 
about it.

In a lecture and demonstration before the 
faculty and students of the General Service and Staff 
“A Tactical Evolution,” Capt. 
28th U.S. Inf.. described his ammuni- 
being tested at Fort Leaven-

“If we can find a means of transporting within the 
zone of rifle fire a considerable quantity of ammunition. 
say 600 pounds, then 560 pounds of ammunition with 
such a machine gun, is worth more than 600 pounds 
without the gun. In other words, such a gun weighing 
not over 40 pounds is werth its weight in ammunition 
on the battlefield. 

“This outfit consists of an ammunition and machine 
gun cart, weighing 140 pounds; a Colt automatic gun 
weighing 40 pounds; a frame weighing 19 pounds, for 
packing the same on a mule; and three pack mules witn 
standard aparejos. The cart is capable of carrying a 
load of 1,500 pounds, It is provided with four con- 
venient ammunition boxes, in which are packed 6.500 
rounds of ammunition in such shape as to be conveniently 
available for either the infantry firing line or the ma 
chine gun, as may be determined at the proper time. 
The men also carry 1,000 rounds on their persons, equally 
available for either purpose; and they are provided with 
a portable machine for filling belts, which makes am- 
munition packed in original boxes quickly available for 
convenient distribution to the firing line, or for use in 
the machine gun. 

“This outfit, therefore, makes normally available, as 


a 

an emergency reserve, at the disposition of the battalion 
commander, 7,500 rounds of ammunition and one ma- 
chine gun. Neither of these is provided for by. any sys- 
tem whatever at present; and practical tests haye demon- 
strated that this outfit can be easily brought forward 
by two or three men, over almost any kind of ground, to 
almost any position that may be designated. It is  he- 
lieved that the possession of such an outfit by a battalion 
of Infantry would give a considerable advantage, when 
compared with the present inadequate arrangements, 

“The cart, gun, and 7,500 rounds, can be conveniently 
carried by three pack mules without imposing an éxces- 
sive load. The cart, when set up and loaded, can be 
conveniently moved by a single mule over almost any 
path or trail. It can also be pushed forward by a 
couple of men, who will be considerably sheltered be- 
hind the load; or it can be moved with equal facility by 
dri.*t by two men. By the use of the pack frame, de- 
signed for that purpose, the cart and gun can be disas- 
stmbled and packed on the gun mule more quickly than 
the cargo can be lashed on the other two mules. The 
record time for the latter operation is 57 seconds. From 
pack the gun can be placed in action, using the belts 
earried by the men on their persons, in less than one 
minute. The ammunition in the boxes is available as 
soon as the diamond hitch can be unlashed, which re- 
quires less than a minute. ‘The cart can be converted 
into a perfectly stable firing platform by removing its 
wheels. The frame then rests either on the ammunition 
boxes or on the ground, and is not disturbed in either 
case by the recoil. When so fired, the piece may be 
served by a single man, lying flat on his belly, taking 
full advantage of natural cover and further protecte: 
by the ammunition boxes piled in front of him. These 
are painted olive drab and are almost invisible at a short 
distance. 

“A system of instruction has been experimentally 
worked out, under the direction of the War Department. 
for a detachment consisting of a single squad to perforn: 
this double duty of ammunition supply and machine gun 
service for one battalion of Infantry, with this equip- 
ment. It was proven in the Santiago campaign that a 
successful organization for such service can be obtained 
by details from the Infantry. Legal authority has been 
found by which such organizations can be formed and 
equipped by executive order, without new legislation, 
and at a total expense of $67,500 for the complete equip- 
ment of every battalion and every squadron in the Ser- 
vice, as above indicated. ; 

“This experimental] detachment is an effort to crystalize 
the fruits of years of study and some experience in the 
practical solution of these two cognate problems, into 
such a standard of organization; whieh organization, it is 
hoped, may become an integral part of each battalion 
and each squadron in our service. A-manual embracing 
adl the. necessary data has been prepared and tested by 
actual use with a battalion of troops.” 

Another of the three ammunition carts undergoing 
tests is one invented by the late Major W. C. Manning. 
U.S.A., which has heretofore been referred to in the 
ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL.

NEWS OF THE PHILIPPINES. 

General Ola, leader of the ladrones in the Province 
of Albay, whose surrender was announced in these col- 
umns last week, continues to turn over the guns ot his 
command to the American authorities. During the cam- 
paign 100 insurgents were killed and 700 men and 100 
guns were captured. At the time of the surrender Ola’s 
men were in rags, hungry and covered with sores. He 
has promised to help the authorities to capture Toleno 
and Tariff, the insurgent leaders still at large. Capt. 
Henry T. Allen, U.S.A., Brigadier and Chief of the 
Philippine Constabulary, states that he has promised 
immunity to Ola. 

The Legislative Council of the Moro Province, Island 
of Mindanao, has passed a law against slavery. The law 
prohibits slave hunting and provides that any vessels em 
ployed in that trade shall be confiscated. 

Manila despatches of Sept. 29 state that juage 
Sweeney, in sentencing Dominador Gomez to two years 
and two months’ imprisonment anda fine of $500 for 
founding a seditious organization, recited the fact that 
out of some $40,000 collected by the Union Obrero only 
$14,000 had been accounted for by Gomez. In addition 
he had sold stock in the concern, knowing that the union 
was insolvent. The real object of the conspirators, he 
said, was the overthrow of the Government and to assist 
the ladrones in their raids in the northern provinces. 

The Philippine Civil Commission has appropriated 
$84,000, from the $3,000,000 relief fund granted by the 
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United States Congress, for the construction of three im- 
portant hi , which will bisect the provinces of 
Jlocos and Nueya Vizcaya and the town of Sorsogon, - 

Capt. David C. Shanks, 18th Inf., is the new governor” 
of Cavite Province.

NAVAL PRISON AT PORTSMOUTH, N.H. 


A large ‘naval prison is soon to be erected at the 
United States Navy Yard, Portsmouth, N.H., which is 
intended_to be a model of this form of structure. The 
building will be of brick with stone trimmings, with an 
absolutely fireproof interior built of concrete and steel 
construction. It will be located on a high elevation on 
Seavey Island, overlooking the river and the city of 
Portsmouth, and the architecture is of an imposing 
character...eEhe administration building, 76 feet square 
avd about 126 feet high,.forms. the central figure, and 
the two wings, which are each about 263 feet’ in length 
and 52 feet wide, contain the prisoners’ cells. The build- 
ing When completed will have a frontage of 602 feet. It 
will be arranged and equipped in the latest improved 
method for prisons, making escape almost impossible, and 
will provide for.640 prisoners. ‘The fourth floor will be 
used'as a ehapel or lecture room, etc., te which prisoners 
are admitted by a stairway enclosed with gratings leading 
direct from the prisoners’ cells. 

The prisoners’ wings consist of the exterior walls ris- 
ing from the foundation to the roof without being at- 
tached to the prisoners’ cells. To prevent escape by dig- 
giig, the main floor is constructed. of stone concrete re- 
inforeed by two layers of expanded metal. The windows 
are barred with’ gratings and the sills are about nine 
fect froni the floor. The cell blocks consist of 320 cells 
in each wing, divided into four tiers of eighty cells in two 


_rows separated by a one foot space for ventilation and 


increasing in size at the intersection of each four cells 
for the water and plumbing pipes. Each cell is 5 foot 
8 inches wide by 11 feet deep by 8 feet high in the 
clear, a corridor about 3 feet 6 inches wide surrounds 
each tier except the first tier, which is surrounded by the 
first tloor exercising corridor, This arrangement gives 
a prison within a prison, making escape practically im- 
possible. The corridors are cynnected by a double stair- 
way at each end of the cells and both stairs and cor- 
ridors are enclosed by gratings. Access is also provided 
from eath corridor directly into the administration build- 
ing by grated doors so that the prisoners will be all the 
time under the surveillance of the guards. The floors, 
walls, ceiling and corridors of the cells are of a strong 
steel and concrete construction for keeping the cells clean 
und in the best sanitary condition. The front of the 
cells are’constructed with gratings and sliding doors, and 
the turnkey, standing at one end of a block of cells, 
can, by a single operation, unlock every door in the 
Liock, or it ean be locked or unlocked-separately. Each 
cell will be supplied with a simple but strong water 
cioset, a wash basin and a steel swinging bunk in the 
side of the cell. A shower bath, accommodating eighty 
nen at a time, is located on the basement floor. 

On the basement floor of the prisoners’ wing is the sick 
werd with bath room, laundry, the kitchen and bakery, 
the provision store, and two bedrooms for the firemen. 
The building is heated by a forced circulation of hot 
water and the cell rooms by a system utilizing one-third 
of each radiator as direct-indirect, and the remaining 
i\o-thirds as direct radiation. 

The main object in designing the building has been to 
provide for the most suitable interior arrangement for the 
comfort, security and health of the prisoners as well as 
the convenience and comfort of the officers appointed to 
tuke charge of such an institution as the Facteusent> 
Naval Prison be.

ACCIDENT TO THE BURNSIDE. 


The cableship Burnside arrived at Juneau, Alaska, on 
Sept. 22 after an eventful voyage, The first five day» 
out from Seattle the ship only ran in the day time. In 
an effort to reach Juneau early on the morning of the 
22d, the ship ran all night of the 21st. At 1:20 a. m., 


Tuesday morning, Sept. 22, the ship ran into a large 
iceberg while going at full speed, ramming a large hole in 
the fore peak. The engines were stopped and started 
again without investigating the damage. Fifteen minutes 
later all were ordered to the life boats, and the pumps 
started. Provisions, water, etc., were loaded. Describ- 
ing the accident in a private letter from which we are 
permitted to quote, one of those on board the Burnside 
says: “To be woke up in the dead of the night, au 
Alaskan night too, by some one shouting ‘to the boats,’ 
it’s dreadful. At five a. m. the bulkhead was said to be 
safe and Winters buoyed the cable in the forward tank, 
forty-five miles from Juneau. This lightened the bow 
some one hundred tons. Arrived at Juneau at five p. m. 
safely, but badly shaken up. Some of the incidents were 
amusing even in the confusion. One Filipino, after get- 
ting two life preservers on, started to get through ap- 
other with his feet, when the boatswain landed on him. 
Some one passing the refrigerator saw the door open, 
shut it and locked it. The butcher was inside and it was 
a half hour before he was let out. Imagine his sensations 
there, while the boats were lowered away. The extent 
of the damage is not known yet. They talk of beaching 
her here in Juneau, there being no dry dock nearer than 
Seattle. Its almost impossible to proceed now. The ice- 
bergs are treacherous things, almost all submerged and 
difficult to see. When daylight broke the sea was full of 
them, some fifty feet high. Snow has already fallen on 
the mountains and the weather is freezing on the water.” 

It was found possible to complete repairs on the Burn- 
side within a week, and on Sept. 28 at Juneau the work 
of laying the Alaska cable proper was commenced. The 
Burnside will lay the cable from Juneau to Sitka, pro- 
ceeding thence toward Seattle by the open ocean. It was 
expected that she would lay out what cable she had 
aboard by Oct. 5, and then return to Seattle for enough 
cable to complete the line. The shore end of the cable 
at Seattle, was to be ready by Oct. 5. Brig. Gen. Adol- 
phus W. Greely, Chief Signal Officer, U.S.A., reached 
Seattle on Sept. 14 on his way north.

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VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


The new battleship Missouri, just completed by the 
Newport News Shipbuilding Company, will be given her 
builders’ trials shortly, and following a successful re- 
sult will be taken to the official trial course off the 
coast of Massachusetts and given the official trial of 
speed and endurance, the contract requiring eighteen 
knots an hour for four consecutive hours. It is believed 
by her builders that her speed will exceed the specifica- 
tions. The choice of a course long enough to test the 
speed of a ship of this class with water enough to give 
satisfactory results, is not easy to find, and when it is 
understood that a fathom of water under her keel is re- 
quired for each foot of draft, the difficulty will become 
apparent. The so-called “Cape Ann” course, lying be- 
tween Capes Porpoise and Ann, has been selected for the 
speed trials of all battleships built on the Atlantic sea- 
board. 

The monitor Amphitrite has been detached from the 
Training Squadron and has been sent to the Norfolk 
yard in connection with the training of enlisted men 
and petty officers. The Amphitrite reached Norfolk on 
Oct. 1. 

Unavoidable delays, the result of a strike among the 
painters at work on the hull and bulkheads of the 
cruiser Clevelarc, prevented the delivery of that vessel 
ito the Government at the date anticipated, Oct. 1, and 
an extension to the fifteenth has been granted by the 
Navy Department. The finishing touches to the vessel 
are being rapidly made by a large force of workmen. 

The school ship St. Mary’s is now at her dock at the 
foot of East 24th street, Manhattan, New York city. 

The forthcoming voyage of the torpedoboat destroyers 
to Manila will be watched with much interest by the 
whole naval world, for it is an experiment the like of 
which has not hitherto been attempted by any naval power. 
The success of the experiment will assure the Navy De- 
partment that if necessary our fleets in any part of the 
world can be strengthened by these craft with the same 
certainty as with larger vessels, and it will give the 
Commander-in-Chief of the Asiatic Station a much needed 
augmentation of his forces. The little fleet will be 
under the command of Lieut. L. H. Chandler, U.S.N., 
who has been tireless in the advocacy of sending these 
vessels as far afield as their services may require. 

Ths training ship Alliance will remain at the Boston 
yard for the next two months. Extensive repairs will 
be made on,her, which will! take at least thirty working 
days, and, as she cannot get into the dock before the ist 
of November on account of press of work on other ships, 
it will easily be the middle of December before she starts 
on her winter cruise. The Alliance was not injured in 
the least by her recent grounding off Race Rack, which 
was caused by a strong eddy, which swung the ships 
head round, as it also did another of the training 
fleet, which pulled her off. Being of lighter draught, 
however, the second ship did not touch. 

The Holland torpedo-boat Shark, according to a des- 
patch from New Suffolk, L.1., was in collision with the 
torpedo-boat Dahlgren on Oct. 7, damaging her slightly. 
Lieutenant Nelson was in charge. There was a stiff 
wind and a strong tide running. The Shark was float- 
ing on the surface when both she and the Dahigren 
were caught in the tideway, and before the Dahlgren 
could get headway the counter of the Shark hit the tor- 
pedo-boat just below the water line on the port side and 
almost amidships. A hole was stove through the thin 
skin of the Dahlgren and some water entered. By 
shifting the crew and guns to starboard Lieutenant Nel- 
son listed his boat so that the hole, which was small, 
was above the water line. The hole was then patched 
and the boats tied up. It is not thought the damage 
extends beyond two, or possibly three, plates. 

News of an accident to the cofferdam of the new 
drydock nearing completion at the Portsmouth, N.H., 
Navy Yard on Oct. &, reached the Navy Department on 
that day in this cablegram from Capt. Caspar F. Good- 
rich, commandant of the yard: “About fifty feet of 
the east end of the cofferdam of the new drydock washed 
out. Dock filled with water. No one injured or killed. 
Beyond filling of dock and destruction of contractor’s 
plant no damage known as yet.” In the absence of 
further details it is impossible for the Navy Department 
to form any idea of the possible extent of the damage 
or the cosi ot its repair. There is apprehension, how- 
evet, that the accident is not a slight one and in any 
event will delay the completion of the Portsmouth dock. 
At this time the Navy finds itself greatly in need of 
large docks, there being but one Government dock on 
the Atlantic coast large enough to accommodate a first 
class battleship, and that is the New York dock, which 
is therefore in use almost the entire time. It was hoped 
to have the dock at Portsmouth and that at Boston com- 
pleted within a year, so as to relieve the strain on the 
New York dock, as. these will accommodate the largest 
vessel in the Navy. Adequate docking facilities are 
more than ever necessary now that the ships are fre- 
quently docked twice in a year as a gesult of the ex- 
tensive maneuver program which has been executed in 
the last year. 

The bronze bell to be presented to the U.S.S. Cleve- 
land, by citizens of Ohio, represents a bas relief of Com- 
modore Perry at the close of the battle of Lake Erie. 
The bell, which weighs 522 pounds, has just been suc- 
cessfully cast in New York city. United States Senators 
Hanna and Foraker and a committee from the Ohio city 
will accompany the bell to Portsmouth, N.H., where 
the presentation will be made. Besides the reliefs are 
these legends on the bell: “If there is a victory to be 
gained I'll gain it” and “We have met the enemy and 
they are ours.” 

Among the incidents attending the recent visit of the 
German warship Falke to Pensacola, Fla., was a hand- 
some entertainment given in honor of the officers and 
crew of the vessel by the Concordia Club of Pensacola 
on the evening of Sept. 30. Mayor Welles welcomed 
the guests and addresses were made by several of the 
Falke’s officers. There was ‘an abundance of music 
and refreshments.

—_— 
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THE NAVAL ACADEMY. 
Annapolis, Md., Oct. 7, 1903. 

An order has recently been issued at the Naval Acad- 
emy stating that all midshipmen hereafter must not 
visit any public place in Annapolis, such as hotels, res- 
taurants, barber shops, opera houses and confectionery 
stores. About a year ago a similar edict was posted, but 
for some reason it became inoperative. It is now pro- 
posed by the authorities to make this order effective. 
‘There is little solace, however, for the First Class, in the 
order setting forth hours during which this class may 
enjoy the pleasures of smoking; from after breakfast 
until the end of the first period; from after dinner until 
the end of the third period; from after supper until 8.30 

m., and from 9.30 to 9.55 p. m. All smoking must be 
within the confines of a first classman’s room, and under 
no circumstances are they allowed to smoKe on the 
streets of Annapolis or about the academy grounds. As 
an additional balm to the First Classmen, they are no 
longer required to register on the ‘“‘liberty book”’ when 
leaving the academy limits. Smoking is not a new 
privilege to midshipmen. During the superintendency of 
“«‘ommodore Foxhall A. Parker, about twenty years ago, 
he accorded this privilege to the whole corps of midship- 
men, but the privilege was soon revoked. 

Vhe Navy is unreservedly willing to submit to ar- 
bitration all the questions upon which it disagrees with 
the Army and which have caused the failure to schedule 
the football game between Annapolis and West Point 
for this year. Comdr. W. F. Halsey said to-day that the 
Navy was perfectly willing to arbitrate upon the ques- 
tions that have caused the rupture and would abide by 
the decision even if they did not gain a thing for which 
they contend. Commander Halsey is chairman of the 
executive committee of the Navy Athletic Association. 
A careful examination, however, of the conditions of 
agreement as stated by representatives of West Point, 
will disclose that the game is really not much nearer 
than before. West Point has always taken the position 
that it cannot agree to any proposition to bar any bona 
fide cadet, but will arbitrate upon any point which will 
not call into question the right of any such student to 
play. As the whole contention of the Navy is for 
eligibility rules which would affect the right to play of 
certain cadets, there is absolutely nothing else to arbi- 
trate. The only possible way to bring about the game 
will be an absolute submission of all the question to 
impartial arbitrators and this the Navy, at least, is 
willing to do. 

Mr. Bernard J. Wefers, the celebrated athlete, formerly 
champion sprinter of the world, has been engaged to 
train the members of the Naval Academy football team 
and has entered upon his work. 

Coach Charles E. Gould, captain and left end of Yale's

PENNSYLVANIA NATIONAL GUARD, 

The Inquirer of Philadelphia calls Adjt. Gen. Henry of 
New York to account for saying that the long-credited 
superiority of the New York Guard, in every respect, has 
been fully verified by the official reports from Army 
headquarters, and that there certainly was no guard 
which has kept so thoroughly up to the standard of the 
United States Army as has the New York Guard. The 
Inquirer says: “‘For nearly a quarter of a century the 
National Guard of Pennsylvania has been armed and 
equipped, and in its greater bulk organized in exact ac- 
cordance with Army regulations The Keystone State 
soldiers have been far in advance of all the other States 
in their exact modeling upon the national forées, and 
yet they have never had an adjutant general to claim 
that they were IT. On the contrary, the adjutant gen- 
erals of Pennsylvania have always been soldiers of such 
caliber that they were continually striving for superi- 
ority and hadn't time to claim that they had reached it. 
They knew they were better than the rest, but they 
were striving to be so much better than the others coat 
their work was always on To-day under the adminis- 
tration of the present adjutant general the National 
Guard of Pennsylvania is an organization to be proud 
of in what it has done, what it is doing and waat it can 
do. Its organization is far from perfect, but it isn't far 
from “superior when compared with other States and 
when brought into juxtaposition with the units of the 
Army. Tn its administration it is superior to the Guard 
of all the other States and Territories, and, being too 
modest to make the claim for superiority for itself, The 
Inquirer gladly and conscientiously makes that claim for 
it. The officers of the New York Guard and all the other 
‘superior’ bodies of State troops may gain some idea of 
just what sort of a military force Pennsylvania main- 
tains by reading the report of Major Duval, A.C., U.8.A., 
upon the N.G.P. during the encampment at Gettyshurg 
last year.”

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SOCIAL LIFE IN MANILA. 
Manila, P.I., Aug., 13, 1903. 


In spite of the many changes in the make up of Army 


and Navy social life that have taken place in this di- 
vision in the last six months, those of us who still remain 
find existence in this tropic land placid, comfortable and 
possessed of a charm of its own. We speed the parting 
with a sigh and welcome the coming with a cheer. The 
host of Army and Navy folk who have returned to the 
States after long and trying experience in these islands, 
richly deserved the good fortune that called them home- 
ward, but their departure gives a deepened sense of re- 
gret and isolation to the less favored ones who remain 
behind. Yet in place of these departing friends there 
have come to-~us a large contingent of charming char- 
acters—officers and their wives and families—fit repre- 
sentatives of American culture and hospitality, who are 
doing their full share to vitalize and elevate the social 
life of the city. Socially speaking, Manila is being 
Americanized at a rate that is positively bewildering. 
The influence of American women is manifest in every 
direction. In the theaters, in the fashionable restaur- 
ants, in the churches, in the shops and on the favorite 
promenades the sway of the feminine American is su- 
preme and undisputed. The energy, freshness, grace and 
wit of these gentle invaders from the States have fasci- 
nated the languid inhabitants of the islands, who are 
already copying their manners, speech, styles and cus- 
toms as eagerly as a country boy does the superior airs 
of his visiting cousin from the city. And in more seri- 
ous ways the uplifting influence of American woman- 
hood, exerted by wives, daughters and sweethearts of offi- 
cers of the Army and Navy, is manifest in the life of 
this strange, ill-assorted population. It has helped to 
enlarge and improve the schoo! system, it has done much 
to provide the city with adequate hospitals and charity 
institutions, it has been a powerful support of the move- 
ment for modern health and sanitary regulations, and it 
has been invariably arrayed in behalf of every effort 
looking to the welfare and progress of the natives. It 
is but natural therefore that among the Filipino women 
and children the American women are regarded with a 
wealth of affection which is little short of adoration. 
The conquest of the Philippines was begun by the Army 
and Navy, but it has been completed by the sympathy 
and kindness of American women. 

In a former letter to the ARMy AND Navy JouRNAL 
the writer spoke in general terms of the various women’s 
clubs which have been established in Manila since the 
American occupation, but tnere is one of those organiza- 
tions which deserve special mention because of the work 
it has done and is doing for the advancement of musical 
eulture. This organization, known as the Manila Mon- 
day Musical Club. and composed of some seventy Ameri- 
can women—a majority of them being wives or daughters 
of officers of the Army and Navy—began in January last 
a series of fortnightly conferences and recitals which 
constitute the most ambitious project of musical educa-

iub has been to enlist its members and their guests in 
, systematic study of the origin, development and in- 
uence of musical art, each conference being devoted to 
the history of a separate national school of music, be- 
inning With the Egyptian, Greek and Roman, and pass- 
ing to the church music of the first Christian era, to that 
of the French Troubadors, the choral music of the Refor- 
mation, the early music of the English, Scotch and Irish, 
the music of Spain with special reference to the influence 
of the Moors and the Arabic Scale. The course will 
take its followers through a comparative analysis of the 
genesis, method and tendency of all the various national 
schools of music, the meeting of Nov. 9 being set apart 
for an exposition of “he Growth and Development of 
American Music in the Nineteenth Century.” The club 
is an exclusive organization, and the influence of its 
work on musical culture in general has been so marked 
that invitations to the conferences are coveted as pass- 
ports to social distinction. Among the members of the 
club are many musicians of rare accomplishments whose 
singing and playing would receive appreciative attention 
in any city of Europe or America. Of these one might 
name the indefatigable Mrs. Brechemin, who, to the re- 
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eret of everybody in Manila, has gone back to America 
with her husband, Major Louis Brechemin, of the Med- 
ice] Department of the Army; Mrs. McCullough, wife 
of Lieut.

MARCOTTE’S 
STORY. 

[t appears that Captain Henry Mar- 
cotte, U.S.A., retired, originated the story 
of catching a trout in one of the pools of 
the Yellowstone Park and boiling it for 
his dinner by dropping it, while still on his 
into one of the hot springs.

true story,” said Captain Marcotte to a 
reporter of the St. Paul Pioneer-Press, 
“and it originated in this way. We 


crossed the Yellowstone river on our way 
to Bozeman and founded the Yellowstone 
Army post. Qur party was the first that 
had seen the river since Lewis and Clarke 
discovered it in 1804. I caught the original 
fish and boiled him in a hot spring not ten 
feet away, and then wrote the Chicago 
Tribune, ‘I can stand in these mountains 
with my fishing line, catch a fish in a 
pool of water on one side and toss it into 
a pool on the other side where it will 
boil for dinner.” The Tribune printed 
what I wrote, but its staff set me 
down for a first class liar, and everyone 
who read the tale believed the same thing. 

“Times have changed and the railroad 


has been built and the children of the 
people who called me the original Yellow- 
stone liar are now standing by that river, 
catching fish and boiling them ever sum- 
mer. Then they write home about it and 
keep the story alive. The party of sur- 
veyors sent out by the promoters of the 
new railway were accompanied by six 
companies of Regulars, as the country was 
then full of hostile Indians who were 
ready to dmassacre any lone white man. 
We set out in the early summer of 1871 
from Fort Rice, on the Missouri, some 
miles from the present city of Bismarck, N. 
TD., and plodded westward all summer until 
we came to the Bad Lands. The country 
was new and strange to us, and we lost our 
way and would never have come out had 
it not been for Indian guides, who piloted 
us through that fantastic region. Late in 
the fall we finally reached Bozeman, Mont., 
which was the end of our journey. It took 
many weeks to cover a distance that is 
now covered by Northern Pacific trains in 
about eighteen hours. From Bozeman 
other parties were sent out, and they 
finally found the way through the mount- 
ains over which the railway was built 
later. It has been an exceedingly interest- 
ing experience to travel over the same 
ground on comfortable trains and to think 
about the hardships of our 650-mile tramp 
in the early days. The development of the 
country has been amazing and beyond our 
expectations.” 

Captain Marcotte was at the time in 
command of one of the six companies sent 
out in 1871 to guard the engineers who 
were trying to find a way to the Pacific 
Ocean for the Northern Pacific. 


Describing the difference between 
turbine steamer and the ordinary engine, 
the United Service Gazette says: “Briefly 
it may be said, that in the latter, the steam, 
entering the cylinder, drives forward a 
piston to which a piston rod is attached. 
The other end of the rod is attached to a 
crank, by means of which the motion is 
converted into a rotary one, causing the 
paddle-wheels to move round, or the screw- 
shaft to revolve. In the turbine, the 
steam entering the cylinder impinges upon 
blades set at an angle on the screw-shaft, 
thus directly causing the latter to revolve. 
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The whole turbine is, in fact, made up of a 
long series of rings of moving blades, 
sandwiched between which are rings of 
fixed blades, forming guides to deliver the 
steam with proper direction and velocity 
against the moving blades. These latter 
are mounted on a drum from which they 
project radially outwards, while the fixed 
blades project radially inwards from a 
casing within which the drum revolves, 
carrying round the screw or propeller in 
the water. The principle, therefore, of the 
turbine is simple enough, but the mechani- 
cal problems to be solved before a practi- 
cal application of this principle to the 
propulsion of ships could be profitably 
adopted were of a high order of difficulty. 
Success, however, has been obtained—a 
success perhaps not more conspicuous than 
the simplicity of the means by which it has 
been achieved.” 

In “Four Years Under Marse Robert” 
Major Robert Stiles says that perhaps the 
most peculiar and striking fact or feature 
of the physical condition of General Lee'x 
army during the latter half of the Civil 
War was night blindness—the men affect- 
ed being unable to see after sunset, or a 
little later. “I do not know,” he says, “what 





proportion of the men were so affected, 
but it is safe to say that thousands were. 
Many of them were as good and true men 
as any in the Service; indeed, I have seen 
men led by the hand all night in order to 
go into battle with the command in the 
morning.”

One result of the opening of the Siberi- 
an railway has been the discovery of many 
previously unknown, or unutilized, re- 
sources of the land it traverses. Investi- 
gation of the Yenisei and Obi rivers, for 
instance, has revealed the fact that they 
are navigable to ocean steamers for a dis- 
tance of nearly 1,000 miles. Oil has been 
discovered in central Siberia as well as in 
the province of Irkutsk, and encourage- 
ment by a special grant is extended to 
prospectors for gold.
